
Ludington Dies, but Lives 
On in S.F.’s Affection

Former San Francisco Health Commissioner 
Pierre R. Ludington died at his home Thursday, 
July 14, of AIDS-related complications. He was 49. 

An openly gay member of the Health 
Commission, appointed 
in 1990 by former 
Mayor Art Agnos, 
Ludington resigned 
from the commission 
April 19, due to deterio¬ 
rating health. 

At that time he drew 
accolades from 

President Bill Clinton, 
San Francisco supervi¬ 
sors, Mayor Frank 
Jordan, and his fellow 
commissioners. 

Family members and 
close friends were with 
him at the time of his 
death, which was described by associates as 
“peaceful.” 

Commissioner Ludington served on the 
Health Commission for four years, dtting as 
chair of the Joint Conference on Community 
Public Health AIDS and Emergency Medical 
Services. 

Ludington served as executive director of the 
American Association of Physicians for Human 
Rights, a national association of gay and lesbian 
physicians.- He served on the Mayor’s HIV 
Planning Council, the HIV Research Advisory 
Committee of Kaiser Hospital in the city, the 
Prevention Advisory Committee of the AIDS 
Office and the Community Task Force of the 


Sixth International AIDS Conference. 

Ludington was founder of “Positives Being 
Positive,” a peer support group for HIV-infected 
people. He developed and supervised the 
group’s educational program, “Living with 
HIV.” 

A leading AIDS advocate, Ludington also 
promoted a department-wide approach to col¬ 
laboration, integration, and consolidation of a 
comprehensive health care system for San 
Francisco. 

In an interview with this reporter at the time 
of his resignation, Ludington expressed the 
hope that Mayor Jordan would appoint another 
HIV-positive person to replace him. He got his 
dying wish. 

Among the many who expressed their sorrow 
at Ludington’s passing was the man named to 
replace him on the commission, Mike Shriven 
Shriver, executive director of Mobilization 
against AIDS, was sworn in as a member of the 
San Francisco Health Commission, replacing 
Ludington, on June 29. 

“I’m very saddened by Pierre’s death,” 
Shriver said. “When I first tested HIV-positive 
in 1989, Pierre stepped in to show me how to 
navigate the HIV service system, to make sure I 
got taken care of. I am very moved to have been 
named to his seat on the Health Commission. I 
feel an extra pressure to maintain the level of 
commitment to the fight against HIV and AIDS 
that Pierre exemplified. 

“Pierre was a remarkable man,” Shriver con¬ 
tinued. “He did a ton of work for people with 
HIV and AIDS, especially for their civil rights 
and human dignity. Pierre’s death is a signifi¬ 
cant loss for us in San Francisco.”

No Health Cuts 
in Supes’ Budget 

...But It Still Generates 
Opposition and Arrests

The San Francisco Board of Supervisors this 
week passed a $2.7 billion budget for 1994- 
1995, based on the belief that a majority of 
members will ensure passage of a proposed hike 
in local real estate transfer taxes late next month. 

The proposed tax would double the tax on 
real estate transfers from $5 to $10 per thousand 
of valuation. First time home buyers and owners 
of property valued under $250,000 are exempt 
from the tax under provisions of the ordinance. 

Supervisors Bill Maher and Annemarie 
Conroy voted against the budget because of their 
opposition to the proposed transfer tax. 

“Implicit in the vote that passed the budget is 
approval of the transfer tax,” said Supervisor 
Carole Migden. “As I’ve said, any member who 
doesn’t support the transfer tax is welcome to 
make other revenue proposals.” 

Passage of the tax hike seems certain since 
only six votes are needed to ensure its passage; 
President of the Board Angela Alioto and 
Supervisors Sue Bierman, Susan Leal, Carole 
Migden, Tom Hsieh, and Terence Hallinan sup¬ 
port the increase, according to news reports. 
Supervisor Barbara Kaufman favors a tax hike, 
but is opposed to a 100 percent increase. 
Supervisor Kevin Shelley is undecided about 
whether he supports the increase, according to 
news reports. Supervisor Willie Kennedy also 
opposes the increase in the transfer tax.

Gays in the Military...Still

A Navy board of inquiry has rec¬ 
ommended that Lieutenant Tracy 
Thome be kicked out of the service for 
being gay. Thome’s prosecution under 
the “old” regulations had been 
dropped by mutual consent and he was 
now being prosecuted under the “new” 
regulations commonly known as 
“Don’t ask, don’t tell.” Several hun¬ 
dred others have already gone through 
a similar process since the “new” reg¬ 
ulations went into effect in March. 

What differentiates Thome’s case 
from all others is that it is being fol¬ 
lowed by the ABC news program 
Nightline with Ted Koppel. Thome 
came out of the closet, revealing that 
he was gay, on that program on May 
19, 1992. He was back on more than 
two years later, after the board mling 
on July 14. 

‘The Clinton administration, which 


came into office apparently committed 
to resolving the issue by presidential 
mandate, long ago retreated behind a 
political fig leaf,” said Koppel in open¬ 
ing remarks. 

Also on the program were David 
Mixner, a friend and major fundraiser 
for Clinton in the gay community, and 
Tom Stoddard, former head of The 
Campaign for Military Service, the ill- 
fated coalition assembled in 1993 to 
fight the ban. 

“What it used to be is, if the mili¬ 
tary found out you were gay, they 
would kick you out,” Thome said. 
“And now, if they find out you are gay, 
they are going to kick you out.” 

Thome attacked the double stan¬ 
dard of “rebuttable presumption” 
under the “new” policy, which 
assumes that gays and lesbians engage 
in prohibited sex in violation of the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice 


(UCMJ) - which forbids all oral sex 
and anal sex, even among consenting 
heterosexuals. Thome said the mili¬ 
tary’s own research indicates “over 80 
percent of [heterosexuals in the ser¬ 
vice] engage in prohibited conduct by 
the UCMJ, yet there is no rebuttable 
presumption that they engage in that 
conduct.” 

“I think the policy has failed and 
failed totally,” Mixner said. “We are 
seeing once again, people who believe 
in God, and their country, and their 
family, whose only crime is that they 
want to serve their country, being per¬ 
secuted by our government as they 
attempt to serve their nation.” 

“The courts have taken up the issue 
because the political branches of gov¬ 
ernment have defaulted,” Stoddard 
said. “They have failed to take serious¬ 
ly the constitutional requirement of

Conference on AIDS, 

Eastern Healing This Weekend

Last year, San Francisco 
State University held the 
world’s first conference on the 
treatment of AIDS and HIV 
with traditional Chinese healing 
techniques including acupunc¬ 
ture, herbs and Qi Gong, and 
tai-chi, the ancient Chinese 
practice of circulating the 
body’s energy. History will 
repeat itself this weekend, July 
22-24, as some 200 practition¬ 
ers of traditional Chinese medi¬ 
cine from all five continents 
gather at SFSU. 

The event, “Applying Ancient 
Healing Techniques To Today’s 


AIDS Dilemma”, will include 
panel discussions on key 
research and clinical results and 
workshops on how to integrate 
Chinese medicine with western 
treatments for HIV/AIDS. 

“Practitioners [of traditional 
Chinese medicine] from all over 
the world will share the methods 
they have used to fight symp¬ 
toms such as thrush, wasting 
syndrome, and neuropathy, and 
prevention for AIDS-related 
pneumonia,” Daniel Baer, con¬ 
ference manager, told the B.A.R. 

“Many of us in the Chinese 
medicine community have 
applied our knowledge of 
acupuncture, herbal medicine. 


and Qi Gong to the care and treat¬ 
ment of people living with HTV,” 
says Howard Moffet, research 
director of San Francisco’s 
American College of Traditional 
Chinese Medicine, which has 
received a grant to coordinate 
HIV treatment studies with San 
Francisco General Hospital. 
Moffet also is one of the confer¬ 
ence organizers, and chair of the 
conference program committee. 

“This conference is an oppor¬ 
tunity for us to share what we 
have learned, provide mutual 
support for our ongoing efforts, 
and renew each other in our 
work so that we may bring hope

Another Reason 
To Avoid Denny’s?

Depositions in a racial discrimination lawsuit 
against the Daly City Denny’s Restaurant reveal 
that a gay worker may also have suffered discrim¬ 
ination at the eatery, according to the sworn testi¬ 
mony made by defense witnesses in the case. 

The allegations have surfaced in the wrongful 
termination lawsuit filed against Denny’s by 
plaintiff Alvin Taliaferro, a black man who 
worked as a food server at the Daly City Denny’s 
for four years. 

Taliaferro’s attorney Rocky McGill told the 
Bay Area Reporter that while the allegations are 
incidental to Taliaferro’s racial discrimination and 
wrongful termination lawsuit against the restau¬ 
rant, they were made under oath, are corroborated, 
and will figure in Taliaferro’s lawsuit. 

Daly City Denny’s attorney Mike Sevarian of 
the San Jose law firm of G. David Landsness said 
that he is aware of the allegations. 

“I only know the name of the individual. I 
don’t know the substance of the complaints or 
whether they were lodged by the employee with 
Denny’s, whether Denny’s investigated, or took 
any action. They are just sort of out there,” 
Sevarian told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Taliaferro is seeking a half a million dollars as 
a settlement for the alleged wrongful termination. 

According to Taliaferro, the manager of the 
Daly City Denny’s ordered him to keep “a close 
eye” on certain groups of African-American male 
customers because black patrons “were inclined 
to walk out of the restaurant without paying.” 


Taliaferro says he was also told that if black 
customers did walk out without paying that he 
would be liable for their bills - and charges that he 
was never given similar instructions concerning 
white patrons. 

Taliaferro’s suit also alleges that Daly City 
Denny’s manager Mike Zuvella made repeated 
derogatory comments about the size of African- 
American men’s penises in general, and about 
Taliaferro’s penis in particular. 

In an out-of-court settlement earlier this year, 
the national chain agreed to pay $40 million to 
settle a class action suit by African-American cus¬ 
tomers who alleged they were subjected to racial 
discrimination at the restaurants. Among other 
complaints, they said black customers were rou¬ 
tinely required to pay for meals before they were 
served and denied benefits offered to white cus¬ 
tomers such as free birthday meals. 

“To be frank, it doesn’t surprise me that there is 
anti-gay discrimination and sexual harassment, 
given the history of racial discrimination in the 
chain,” said Kerrington Osborne, a Bay Area 
black gay civil rights activist and attorney. 

Taliaferro also alleges that he believes he and 
other employees would have been retaliated 
against if they had reported Zuvella’s manage¬ 
ment practices to Denny’s. 

Taliaferro later filed with the federal Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission after he 
says was forced to leave his job. 

A mandatory settlement conference in the law¬ 
suit has been scheduled for Tuesday, July 26 in 
San Mateo County Superior Court. ▼ 
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SCRIP 
of Joy: 
MCC’sNew 
Fundraiser

Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church of San 
Francisco is participating in 
a new fundraising program 
called SCRIP that organiz¬ 
ers hope will bring the 
church $25,000 a year in 
income. 

If the idea takes hold, 
other local non-profit ser¬ 
vice or community groups 
with strong membership 
support may also find them¬ 
selves adopting the pro¬ 
gram. 

“We raise between $100 
and $125 a week for MCC. 
The idea is picking up 
among other non-profit 
groups,” said MCC 
spokesperson Terence 
Marguet. 

Through the SCRIP pro¬ 
gram, the non-profit group 
buys vouchers from a non¬ 
profit broker at less than 
full face value, “and then 
sells them at full value to 
our members,” Marguet 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
The non-profit then pockets 
the difference. 

“We usually receive from 
five to eight percent of the 
cash value of the certifi¬ 
cate,” Marguet said. 

MCC has been partici¬ 
pating in the program since 
February, and has raised 
about $2,700 for general 
financial support since the 
church began participating 
in the program. 

“At this point, the money 
goes into our general fund, 
and we buy office supplies 
one week and maybe paper 
for the newsletter the next 
week,” he said. 

A steady core group of 
35 congregants are buying 
and using the scrip every 
week, Marguet said. 

“It definitely raised 
money for our causes, and it 
doesn’t cost our members 
anything. We expect that it 
will become bigger and bet¬ 
ter as time goes on,” he told 
the B.A.R. 

Marguet said that the 
SCRIPS are from depart¬ 
ment stores, food stores, 
and other retail shops, 
including Safeway, Macy’s, 
The Emporium, CALA 
Foods, Sears, and 
Mervyn’s. 

“Even B. Dalton 
Bookstores,” Marguet 
said. T

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New HIV Programs 
For Men of Color

The Brothers Network is expanding its offer¬ 
ings to men of color with two new programs. 

According to Brothers Network spokesperson 
Reggie Pulliam, one of the new programs is a sub¬ 
stance abuse recovery support group for men who 
are dually diagnosed with HIV/AIDS and an alco¬ 
hol or drug addiction, and the other is a unique 
physique, body building, and HIV/AIDS prevention 
program called “The Brothers Physical: Taking 
Care of Our Bodies, Our Hearts and Our Minds.” 

In order to participate, recovery support group 
members must be HIV-positive or have AIDS and also 
have a minimum of 30 days of sobriety from dmgs 
and alcohol, Pulliam told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“We’re hoping for between 12 and 15 mem¬ 
bers,” he said. 

Pulliam says the thrust of the group will be to 
create a “safe, compassionate environment” for 
people who have a dual diagnosis, to receive sup¬ 
port as they cope with the fear and questions they 
may have about their illnesses. 

The men who facilitate the support group will 
be recovered alcoholics and substance abusers 
who have been extensively trained by the 
Brothers Network, in conjunction with the AIDS 
Health Project and Shanti. 

The Brothers Physical, a free program to qual¬ 
ified applicants, is sponsored by the Magic 
Johnson Foundation and involves physique train¬ 
ing/body building, gourmet small meals on train¬ 
ing days, nutrition and body building technique 
sessions, HIV AIDS/AIDS prevention and treat¬ 
ment education, journal writing, and a sex-posi¬ 
tive safer sex video. 

The program is designed for black/African- 
American youth under 30 who self-identify as 
gay, bisexual, or transgendered, or as heterosexu¬ 
al men who sleep with men. Among the require¬ 
ments for the Brothers Physical are an interview 
and medical clearance for the physique training. 

The Brothers Network, a program of the 
National Task Force on AIDS Prevention 
(NTFAP), is staffed and directed by African- 
American and Caribbean gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gendered people. The agency provides comprehen¬ 
sive HIV/AIDS services prevention, treatment 
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Reggie Pulliam, facilitator of support group 
for HIV recovery at Brothers Network. 


advocacy, and support services to gay and bisexual 
men and transgendered persons of Afiican descent. 

NTFAP is the first national minority organiza¬ 
tion in the United States to receive federal fund¬ 
ing to develop prevention programs targeting gay 
men of color. T

‘Queer Central’ 

Holds Festive Open House

Five gay/ lesbian/ transgender/ bisexual orga¬ 
nizations celebrated their new shared offices at a 
well-attended open house Tuesday, July 12. The 
spacious offices - located at 1360 Mission Street, 
Suite 200 - now house GLAAD/SFBA (Gay & 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defamation/San 
Francisco Bay Area), National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force (NGLTF) Fight The Right Project, 
International Lesbian and Gay Human Rights 
Commission (ILGHRC), Women’s Action 
Coalition (WAC), and Digital Queers (DQ). 

Supervisor Susan Leal opened the festivities 
by reading and displaying a proclamation from 
the San Francisco Board of Supervisors declaring 
the location as “Queer Central.” To howls of 
laughter. Leal followed with “I just love that; it’s 
really marvelous. It’s a great space, and I know 
that there’s going to be a lot of positive and 
incredible work done out of these offices.” 

The five groups had been in cramped quarters 
for some time, and the new headquarters provides 
breathing room since all five have increased in 
staff and expanded services. GLAAD and DQ 
formerly shared a small office on Castro Street. 

The first annual Jessea Greenman Award for 
Excellence in Media Advocacy was presented to 
Rick Aguirre, publisher of insideOUT, the news¬ 
magazine “by and about lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and questioning young people.” The award - 
named for retired GLAAD co-chair Greenman, 
who was present - included a check for $300. 

In accepting the check, Aguirre remarked, 
“Now we can pay our printer.” Aguirre thanked 
GLAAD both for the award, and for their recent 
help in dealing with Rolling Stone, which had 
refused to place insideOUTs classified ad under a 


Gay and Lesbian category. After GLAAD’s exec¬ 
utive director Tom di Maria wrote a letter on 
behalf of Aguirre and insideOUT, Rolling Stone 
reversed its decision. 

Concerning the new office space itself, di 
Maria said GLAAD would not have been able to 
obtain it without the “diligence of our real estate 
agent [John Caldwell of Evans Pacific-Realtor], 
who schlepped through more spaces than we 
cared to look at. For every one we looked at, he 
looked at ten.” 

Since Caldwell, who spoke after di Maria, was 
one of the founders of GLAAD, he said “it was a 
real pleasure to me to transact business” with it 
and the other four groups. Caldwell donated 20 
percent of his earnings on the transaction, 
amounting to $1,900. 

Also on hand for the open house was Peri Jude 
Radecic, executive director of NGLTF. Radecic 
said that “it’s a real pleasure to have Robert Bray 
working out of San Francisco, because this is the 
kind of work the task force wants to do in com¬ 
munities around the country.” She said, “It’s great 
to have San Francisco be on the cutting edge 
again, to demonstrate how to be useful and col¬ 
laborate on the state and local level.” 

Julie Dorf, executive director of ILGHRC, 
introduced the board, staff, and volunteers pre¬ 
sent, and encouraged the G/L/B/T community to 
contact ILGHRC. Tom Reilly of DQ solicited 
donations for the “shared space fund” that is used 
for “the furnishings, water cooler, plants and 
other things to fill out our space.” 

Bringing an end to the open house, the always 
unpredictable Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence per¬ 
formed purification and sanctifying rites to 
declare the offices “queer space.” They added: 
“Don’t fuck it up.” ▼

Go to Japan Without Leaving San Francisco 

How Not To Miss the 
Yokohama AIDS Conference

Burroughs-Wellcome, the controversial phar¬ 
maceutical firm that manufactures AZT, will 
sponsor two live video teleconferences from the 
Tenth International AIDS Conference in 
Yokohama, Japan to San Francisco and other 
North American sites in August. 

The conferences will be held in nine U.S cities, 
and will feature reports by physicians and com¬ 
munity representatives about the latest scientific 
and medical developments presented at the annu¬ 
al international gathering. 

The video teleconferences, on August 9 and 
11, are open to the public and are free of charge. 
They will be interactive, using high technology to 
let audience members speak directly to panelists 
in Japan during the live broadcasts. 

In addition to San Francisco, video teleconfer¬ 
ences will be held in Los Angeles, New York City, 
Chicago, Boston, Dallas, Philadelphia, Miami, 
and Washington, D.C. 

The San Francisco video teleconferences will 
take place at the Nob Hill Masonic Center, locat¬ 
ed at nil California Street, beginning at 3:30 
p.m. on Tuesday, August 9 and Thursday, August 
11 . 

The August 9 televideo will cover the high¬ 
lights of the first two days of the conference, and 
the second broadcast on August 11 will cover the 
third and final conference days in Japan. 

Renowned San Francisco AIDS care specialist 
Dr. Marcus Conant says that although there aren’t 
reports of any “major breakthroughs” expected to 
come out of the conference, there will be some 
important research information presented in 
Yokohama. 

“I think we can expect some early findings on 
protease inhibitors, some preliminary finding on 
the combination of AZT with 3TC and a third 
agent, and some early reports about immune 


restoration through gene therapy,” Conant told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Conant urges advocates, professionals, and 
people with HIV/AIDS - and anyone else inter¬ 
ested in the information discussed at the annual 
AIDS conference - to watch both segments of the 
video teleconferences. 

Treatment advocates participating in the tele¬ 
conference from 

Yokohama include 
Martin Delaney of San 
Francisco’s Project 
Inform and Moises 
Agosto from the National 
Minority AIDS Council. 
Medical experts include 
Conant, Dr. Paul 
Volberding of San 
Francisco General 
Hospital, Dr. Trudy 
Larson of the University 
of Nevada School of 
Medicine in Reno, and 
_ others. 

The conferences will 
begin with updates from treatment advocates with 
ties to HIV community, medical updates from 
healthcare professionals, and a question and 
answer period to follow. Light refreshments will 



be served. 

Conant will deliver a paper at the conference 
on the efficacy of Septra as a preventive treatment 
for Pneumocystis pneumonia. 

Although Conant said the research wasn’t a 
“major breakthrough,” such as a cure for the dis¬ 
ease, he also said it was important to the “kid in 
Des Moines” with HIV who might be scrutinizing 
conference news and who didn’t know that there 
was a prophylaxis available for PCP.

EDITORIAL 


A Suitably Religious 
Environment 

Last Monday’s USA Today reported, as part of its 
national roundup, that a divorced ex-Mormon woman has 
been denied custody of her children because she intended 
to move from Utah to a place where her children would be 
deprived of - in the judge’s opinion - “a suitably religious 
environment.” We were so surprised at the news we dou¬ 
ble-checked to make sure we weren’t reading Iran Today. 

What on Earth has caused so many people to take leave 
of their senses in a way this country hasn’t seen since the 
days they burned housewives as witches in 
Massachusetts? Even in the red-baiting heyday of Senator 
Joe McCarthy, the nation’s courts and conservatives pre¬ 
tended to believe in the doctrine of the separation of 
church and state - but now it’s a doctrine Pat Robertson 
calls “a lie of the left” that he says he and his followers 
“aren’t going to take anymore.” 

What they are going to take, if they have their way, is 
the American way of life. 

Meanwhile, the Catholic Church of America has come 
out in opposition to every healthcare proposal currently on 
the table. The official reason has something to do with 
unborn fetuses, they say, but we can find nothing but evil 
in their opposition. At a time when new and deadly 
microbes like the hantavirus are evolving, when that flesh¬ 
eating bacteria is terrifying the nation, and when the 
already well-known killer diseases of cancer, AIDS, and 
heart disease are still rampant. Catholics want to deprive 
this country’s uninsured poor the opportunity to save their 
lives. 

The right to life, obviously, ends at birth to the deci¬ 
sion-makers in that sorry and anachronistic cult. It is hard¬ 
ly what we would call “suitably religious” in its ministra¬ 
tions; in fact, it is delving deeper into politics than almost 
any taxable lobby we know. We believe it’s time for the 
IRS to reexamine the workings of the Catholic Church in 
America to see if it shouldn’t have to cough up some of its 
immense wealth for the privilege of sticking its proboscis 
into our political system. 

Even more worrying than the Catholic Church, of 
course, is Pat Robertson’s Christian Coalition. The July 19 
issue of The New Yorker has a chillingly concise look at 
the gains that group has made in the last decade; some of 
the items it discusses, frankly, make the Utah custody case 
that shocked us on Monday seem almost inconsequential 
in comparison. 

Here is one example, taken from an article by Sidney 
Blumenthal that should be read by everyone and anyone 
who believes in freedom of - and from - religion: 

“In January [Dan Quayle] spoke at a training confer¬ 
ence of religious-right activists in Fort Lauderdale, whose 
theme was ‘Reclaiming America,’ and before the event 
began he stood at attention as the crowd of more than two 
thousand rose, faced a flag with a cross on it, and, with 
hands on hearts, recited in unison, ‘7 pledge allegiance to 
the Christian flag, and to the Saviour, for whose Kingdom 
it stands, one Saviour, crucified, risen, and coming again, 
with life and liberty for all who believe.'” 

That may be religious - although “ridiculous” is the 
word that comes to mind first - but coming from a politi¬ 
cian running for president, it is certainly not appropriate. 
Not for our environment, anyway.

The Time is Now

A t all critical stages in the history of a free 
people, forces of oppression must be con¬ 
fronted for the frontiers of justice to be 
extended. For America, the time has 
come again. For gay men and lesbians, the time is 
now. Once again, it is time to challenge our country 
to live up to its founding ideals. 

A great deal of progress has been made in the past 
quarter century. Although many miles have been trav¬ 
eled, there are many promises yet to keep. They are 
promises to a cook in Georgia fired for being a les¬ 
bian; to a postal worker in Michigan beaten uncon¬ 
scious by co-workers for being gay; and to a truck 
driver in New Hampshire, a stockbroker in Maryland, 
a social worker in Mississippi, and countless other 
Americans - all fired because of prejudice despite 
their productivity and performance. Such flagrant 
discrimination is wrong, and it is time to fight back. 

In 42 states, qualified lesbians and gay men with 
excellent records can be fired - with no warning - 
just for being gay. It happens every day, and it is up 
to us to stop it. That is why, along with 30 of my 
Senate colleagues and 115 House members, I have 
sponsored the Employ-ment Non-Discrimination Act 
of 1994. Our bipartisan legislation will extend exist¬ 
ing federal protections against job discrimination to 
gay men and lesbians, give relief to those living in 
fear of losing their livelihoods, and send a strong 
message to employers and all Americans that homo¬ 
phobia will not be tolerated as employment policy 
anywhere in the nation. 

Let’s be clear - the radical right will leave no 
stone unturned to block the enactment of this essen¬ 
tial legislation. Our own commitment must be even 
stronger. To ensure success, we need your active sup¬ 
port and assistance. Being right is good, but it is not 
enough. We need to mount a major elfort in order to 
prevail. We must inspire the complacent and convert 


the skeptical. To make this bill a reality, we need you 
to take action now: 

1. ) If you have been discriminated against in 
employment or know someone who has - make sure 
we know the facts. Send us all the information you 
think will be useful in making the point to the 
Committee on Labor and Human Resources, SD 428, 
DC 20510. Job discrimination against gay men and 
lesbians is not a myth - it’s a reality that is shattering 
lives and denying opportunities daily. 

2. ) Write and call your Senators and Rep-resenta- 
tives at (202) 224-3121 and tell them to co-sponsor 
the Employment Non-Discrimin-ation Act of 1994 
(S.2238 and HR 4636). Make sure they know this is 
important - not just to the gay community, but to all 
their constituents who believe in the fundamental 
principles of a democratic society. The phone banks 
of the radical right will be working overtime - and 
yours must be too. 

3. ) Work closely with others in the civil rights 
community in your area - people of color, women, 
disability, religious, and labor organizations - and ask 
for their support and suggestions. They are veterans 
in the civil rights movement and can be helpful with 
coalition-building and strategy. As Harvey Milk said: 
“None of us are free until all of us are free.’’ We need 
to join together, not let others divide us. If we have 
the courage of our principles, if we appeal to the best 
in ourselves and our country, we shall overcome, just 
as others have before. 

Together, we can overcome - in the halls of 
Congress and communities across America, in 
Oregon and Colorado - and from Washington State to 
Washington, DC. For those imprisoned by prejudice 
and those liberated by pride, let this be a call to 
action. Gay and lesbian Americans - the time has 
come. Together we march toward a new dawn. 

This is not about granting special rights - it is 
about righting senseless wrongs. Our case is strong - 
our cause is just - and we intend to prevail.

I apologize to all the men, 
women and children of the 12-Step Programs. But I 
honestly felt the spiritual need to respond to John’s 
dishonesty and to his misleading the public on the 
nature of the 12-Step Fellowships: They are not 
temperance movements or politically-affiliated to any 
law or medical agendas. And I am personally, 
offended, again, as he drags the names of people I love 
through the media to make himself seem so damn 
above it all. The last time John did this was with some¬ 
one I loved even more dearly and whose death has 
taken me, his lover and friends and family years to 
recover from — but there was Connolly, with acid-pen 
in hand, writing malicious half-truths and violating 
his anonymity in the press within days after his death. 

Instead of telling the rest of the community how 
they should behave, Mr. Connolly should truly clean 
up his own act.

Petty theft - he stole a pair of Levi’s; because of his 
priors, it is a felony; Bicycle theft - because the two 
bicycles were valued more than $200, it’s a felony; 
Possession of Methamphetamine - he had a quarter 
gram of “speed” in his pocket; Drunk driving - because 
of priors, it’s a felony; Sale of Marijuana - a homeless 
man sold a few joints for $3 and a handful of quarters. 
This is insane! 

The intent of the law is to remove the violent repeat 
offender from society and I would strongly support 
such a law. In its current form, the “Three Strikes” 
law is barbaric and shortsighted. It is one California 
can ill afford. If we look at the situation with sobrie¬ 
ty and intelligence I am confident that we can come' 
up with a better solution — one that fit all our needs.

Inaccuracies on HIV 
Travel Immigration ' 

I want to thank Dennis Conkin for his balanced ar¬ 
ticle in the June 2 issue oiB.A.R. on the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation. Dennis did provide fair coverage 
regarding the concern expressed by former Board 
Member Tomas Fabregas regarding the degree to 
which people living with HIV are represented at all 
levels at the AIDS Foundation. However, Mr. 
Fabregas’s assertions regarding the Foundation’s ad¬ 
vocacy pertaining to the HIV travel and immigration 
ban are unfair and inaccurate. 

Fabregas stated in the article that SFAF has been 
lagging in its responsibility to fight the travel and im¬ 
migration policy. For as long as the policy has been 
in effect, SFAF has been in the forefront of fighting 
it (along with ACT UP/San Francisco, ACT/UP 
Golden Gate and Stop AIDS Now Or Else). As a mem¬ 
ber of the Community Advisory Board to the Vlth In¬ 
ternational Conference on AIDS in 1990, SFAF helped 
craft the board’s proactive and aggressive condemna¬ 
tion of the policy. Last year, SFAF devoted significant 
staff and money to the ultimately successful drive to 
force the U.S. Government to release HIV-i- Haitian 
refugees from the U.S. Naval Base, Guantanamo Bay. 

When the so-called “Nickles Amendment” codify¬ 
ing the policy was attached to the 1993 NIH 
reauthorization bill, SFAF moved quickly to fight it. 
Unfortunately, Congress succumbed to the recent tide 
of xenophobia and passed the bill with the amend¬ 
ment intact. 

The fight is far from over, but the correct target is 
not SFAF — it’s the federal government. Pressure 
needs to be directed at President Clinton to overturn 
the policy by Executive Order. The solution is not, as 
Mr. Fabregas asserts, to demand that SFAF devote 20 
percent of its budget to working on this single issue, 
based on the premise that 20 percent of Bay Area 
residents are foreign-born. Having just returned from 
a meeting in Washington, DC. that was hosted by 
policy staff of the AIDS Foundation, I know they are 
still advocating to correct this aberration of a policy 
that denies individuals of their human rights based 
on their (perceived) HIV status. 

In spite of my disagreement with him, I deeply 
respect Mr. Fabregas, who has been a strong and ar¬ 
ticulate advocate for undocumented people and I 
thank him for continuing to focus attention on this 
unethical and tragic policy.

Michael’s Millions 


C an a megamillion¬ 
aire first-term con- 
gressmember who 
has only lived in 
California a couple 
of years and has no record of 
legislative achievements during 
his time in the House literally 
buy himself a U.S. Senate seat? 
Transplanted Texan Michael 
Huffington, thanks to a huge 
family fortune made in the oil 
fields, may be on the verge of 
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doing just that. In a report that 
stunned even the most seasoned 
political experts, Huffington’s 
financial records, which are 
made public under federal law 
(unlike his personal income tax 
records, which he steadfastly 
refuses to divulge), revealed last 
week that he has spent more 
than $9 million of his personal 
fortune since the first of the year 
to win the U.S. Senate seat now 
held by Democrat Dianne 
Feinstein. 

Huffington, to the obvious 
embarrassment of even some of 
his GOP supporters, has boasted 
that he will “spend whatever it 
takes.” Some of his campaign 
people are quietly predicting 
that may be as much as 
$20,000,000 of his family’s 
money by the November gener¬ 
al election. 

Indeed, at the millionaire 
playboy/politician’s current 
spending rate - in the six-week 
period of mid-May through June 
he averaged $100,000 per day - 
he is well on his way to passing 
the all-time national record for 
the most personal money ever 
spent by a candidate for either 
house of Congress: West 
Virginia Senator John D. 
Rockefeller IV’s $10.2 million 
in 1984. In fact, with five months 
until election day, Huffington 
could easily double that record. 
(In 1992, when Huffington beat 
a longtime GOP incumbent in a 
House primary race in the Santa 
Barbara area, he spent over $5 
million, a record for any single 
House of Representatives race in 
the country.) 

In contrast to Huffington’s 
lavish expenditures, incumbent 
Dianne Feinstein’s rigorous 
coast-to-coast fundraising, 
which started more than a year 
ago and has benefited from two 
major events with President 
Clinton as host, has generated 
slightly less than $6 million. 
Although known to be very 
wealthy herself (some estimates 
are that she and her financier 
husband are worth a combined 


$50 million), Feinstein is clearly 
no match for her GOP chal¬ 
lenger, who by some estimates 
has a personal family fortune of 
perhaps $500 million. 

Has . the-sky’s-the-limit 
spending by Huffington paid 
off? Well, yes. Some respected 
polls show the Republican even 
with Feinstein, a veteran of two 
statewide campaigns who has 
become a national media darling 
since going to the Senate in 
1992. And although many 
believe Feinstein’s vast experi¬ 
ence and name recognition will 
eventually spell victory for her 
in November, this “battle of the 
wallets” promises to be the fight 
of her life, and no one knows it 
better than the former San 
Francisco mayor. 

The Feinstein campaign is 
badly in need of funds if they 
hope to just stay close to the big 
bucks Huffington is pumping 
into this race. Senator Feinstein 
herself, in a breakfast meeting 
with reporters last week, said 
her campaign wanted to respond 
to the endless television ads that 
Huffington has run, but they 
simply didn’t have that kind of 
money. However, Feinstein does 
have some sharp television ads 
of her own saturating the air¬ 
waves, mostly pointing out 
Huffington’s inexperience and 
his refusal to release personal 
income tax records (Feinstein 
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Senator Dianne Feinstein 


has released hers going back 15 
years), and raising the residency 
question (she suggests that he 
moved to California only weeks 
before filing for his current 
House seat). 

One well-known GOP politi¬ 
cal consultant, not connected to 
the Huffington effort, told me 
last week that this embarrassing 
money-is-no-object campaign 
that the freshman congressman 
is running could eventually 
backfire in Feinstein’s favor. He 


noted that there is another filing 
date before the November elec¬ 
tion, and when those financial 
statements come out, even some 
Republicans might be repulsed 
at the depth of Huffington’s 
deep pockets. 

One last note on the subject: 
Ed Rollins, the GOP political 
advisor who caused an uproar 
when he bragged last year that 
he helped the GOP gubernatori¬ 
al candidate in New Jersey win 
by paying black ministers to dis¬ 
courage black voters from going 
to the polls, has now joined the 
Huffington for Senate cam¬ 
paign. 

Politics and people 

Don’t look now, Kathleen, 
but Vegas oddsmakers are 
already making Pete Wilson a 
slight favorite in November, 
with incumbent right-wing 
Attorney General Dan Lungren 
a big favorite to defeat 
Democrat Tom Umberg. 

Wilson, incidentally, last 
week joined “moderate” 
Republicans like New Jersey 
Governor Christine Whitman 
and others in urging the national 
GOP to remove the “divisive” 
anti-abortion plank from its 
1996 platform. (Is Wilson 
already looking to the ’96 presi¬ 
dential race?) 

In D.C., California Senator 
Barbara Boxer is rumored to be 
one of the replacements when 
three of the members retire on 
the powerful all-male Finance 
Committee at the end of the 
year. 

A book of quotations by anti¬ 
gay Orange County Congress¬ 
man Robert Doman is being 
published by authors Nathan 
Callahan and William Payton. 
The title? Shut Up, Fag! (Take 
note, oh Savage one.) The tome 
is filled with the kinds of utter¬ 
ances that made the bigoted 
Doman famous and, says the 
authors, will expose him as the 
“wildly unfocused” paranoid 
they think he is. (It was his 
wife, however, who actually 
hollered the epithet at a gay 
activist at an Orange County 
town forum.) 

Groups hoping to pass anti¬ 
gay initiatives in ten states this 
year have failed to gather 
enough signatures to get their 
measures on the ballot. Only 
two states, Idaho and Oregon, 
have qualified for anti-gay cam¬ 
paigns. But in Eugene, Oregon, 
where the city council last week 
adopted an ordinance making it 
illegal to discriminate against 
gays, the homophobic funda¬ 
mentalists are already threaten¬ 
ing a ballot measure to overturn 
the law. T

Chronicle) without learning the 
nitty-gritty of the Vatican dilem¬ 
ma. On a following page I discov¬ 
ered that for the first time in a 
long time (it didn’t say how long), 
not one former member of the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
was in jail or would be going to 
Jail for a couple of weeks. How 
nice to be reminded of our trust¬ 
worthy American government. 
Well, I guess we could say they’re 


consistent. 

I read some more of the paper 
— fewer and fewer articles, more 
and more headlines - until I had 
an acidic rage simmering in my 
stomach itching to explode.

SACRAMENTO - Last 
week the B.A.R. reported the 
story of two Sacramento County 
lesbians, Roxanne Butcher and 
Audrey Shannon, who have 
recently found their home, their 
children, and themselves under 
attack by their homophobic 
neighbors. 

The women have had a great 
deal of difficulty in enlisting the 
aid of the Sacramento Sheriff’s 
Department to protect them and 
their home from threats, vandal¬ 
ism, and intimidation. Last 
week, for example, the women 
were unable to get adequate 
help or protection while their 
rainbow flag was burned and 
people trespassed in their yard, 
throwing over furniture, enter¬ 
ing their garage, and even firing 
bottle rockets at the hedges near 
their house in an apparent 
attempt to set the place on fire. 

Ironically, when 30 peaceful 
supporters of the women 
showed up to kick back and 
have a lawn party with them this 
week, one of the neighbors 
called the Sheriff’s Department 
with much quicker results than 
Butcher and Shannon have got¬ 
ten to date - five patrol cars and 
a helicopter arrived to check out 
the lesbians’ gathering within 
minutes. 

Last week BACORR mem¬ 
ber Lucy Galindo, a clinic 
defender and one of the 
founders of the Sister Spirit 


Defense Committee for the 
Hensons in Ovett, Mississippi, 
took an interest in what was 
happening to the two 
Sacramento County women. 

After a busy Sunday, defend¬ 
ing clinics in Sacramento from 
blockades by Operation Rescue, 
Galindo led six cars of defend¬ 
ers to visit Roxanne and Audrey 
and have a “lawn party.” 

“We went out there to be vis¬ 
ible,” Galindo told the B.A.R. 
“We wanted those people to 
know that they’re not dealing 
with just one woman alone in 
the house with two children to 
care for - or even just the two of 


them alone. I’m organizing peo¬ 
ple to stay with Roxanne while 
Audrey works, always two or 
more people, so Roxanne can 
get some sleep and so she can 
take her heart medicine without 
being afraid that something will 
happen to the children while 
she’s asleep. These people have 
been in her yard and outside her 
bedroom windows at all hours 
of the night.” 

At the lawn party, as more 
than 30 defenders gathered in 
the women’s yard, some resi¬ 
dents came out to stare, others 
to yell. “Gil,” a man who earlier

Castro Goes to Cuba

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Queers for Cuba’s Catherine Murphy aims to educate 
passers-by about changes in Cuba July 10. 


The tiny island nation of 
Cuba lies a mere 90 miles from 
the southernmost point of the 
United States mainland, but 
when Catherine Murphy wants 
to place a call to its capital, 
Havana, from San Francisco, 
she first must dial an 800 num¬ 
ber in Canada, wait for a three- 
way connection, and assume 
the cost of as much as three dol¬ 
lars per minute. 

“The U. S. doesn’t maintain 
the lines” to reach Cuba by 
phone, she explained to the Bay 
Area Reporter. “Out of about a 
hundred times. I’ve gotten 
through once.” 

Murphy’s interest in the 
Caribbean country began at 
home, listening to fond remi¬ 
niscences of some of her rela¬ 
tives who were bom in Cuba. 
Just as many other Americans 
have explored their Old World 
roots, she was naturally curi¬ 
ous. Quite innocently, she 
planned a visit to Cuba. 
Astonished to find that the 
country was off-limits to 
American residents, she began 
researching its history. 
Eventually, through common 
access in Mexico, Catherine 
found her way to Havana on a 
shaky 12-seater flight from 
Cancun. 

“It changed my life,” she 
said. “I saw an enemy nation 
that in no way was an enemy.” 
During her three-month stay 
she met documentary filmmak¬ 
ers Sonja De Vries and Vikki 
Dow, whose current project is 
about Cuba. De Vries, Dow, 
and Murphy organized Queers 
for Cuba, an organization estab¬ 
lished to educate the gay com¬ 
munity in America about the 
country. 

In the group’s short history, 
the Federation of Cuban 
Women, an official Cuban gov¬ 
ernment organization, formally 
invited Queers for Cuba to 
Havana. It’s the first gay-identi¬ 
fied organization to receive 
such an invitation. The group 
has accepted, and is preparing 
to spend next week in Havana. 

Besides meeting with gov¬ 
ernment officials, the group’s 
itinerary includes a tour of gay 
beaches, a drag show, and sev¬ 
eral invitations to house parties 
where gays socialize - a change 
from the cafe scene of a few 
years ago. 

At the Queers for Cuba 
office, donations of syringes 
and AIDS-related medications 
wait for transport; enforcement 
of the longstanding U.S. block¬ 
ade prevents Cuba from buying 
American products directly. 
Trade can only occur through a 
second country - which often is 
pressured by the U.S. to halt its 
sales - at great expense. 

Not all the requested neces¬ 
sities headed for Havana are 
medical supplies: long blonde 
wigs and large size women’s 
shoes are also packed and ready 
to go, reflecting some of the 
social change that has taken 
place recently. Once, not too 
long ago, Cuban drag queens 
were sent to forced labor 
camps. Today, as part of the 
country’s changing policies 
towards gays and lesbians, they 
are employed in a government 
subsidized professional drag 
company and make a legitimate 
living. 

Homophobia and discrimi¬ 
nation still exist in Cuba, but 
news of current progress by the 


Cuban government fails to 
reach the American gay com¬ 
munity. Cuban gays are no 
longer targeted, and the highly 
publicized AIDS sanitariums 
are becoming liberalized. 

The National Commission 
on Sex Education (CNES), a 
Cuban government-funded pro¬ 
gram, provides workshops for 
health professionals to counter 
homophobia. In mass organiza¬ 
tions and schools, CNES pro¬ 
motes a healthy view of homo¬ 
sexuality. They also counsel 
families of gays and lesbians to 
accept their relative’s homosex¬ 
uality. 

Recently, in Havana, a play 
based on El Lobo, el Bosque y 
el Hombre Nuevo by Senel Paz, 
about the friendship between a 
gay man and a straight 
Communist activist, sold out 
for several months and received 
positive publicity for challeng¬ 
ing prejudice. 

An explicitly homoerotic art 
exhibit organized by the AIDS 
Information Bureau was shown 
in a public gallery in the core of 
downtown Havana. 

San Franciscans 
on the go... 

Among the group heading 
for Havana is a distinguished 
longtime defender of civil 
rights. Bob Basker. Years 
before Stonewall, he organized 
Mattachine Midwest, a Chicago 
gay organization encouraging 
pride and self-esteem. 

Establishing his philosophy 
of coalition politics, before the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
Basker facilitated the first home 
purchase by a minority in 
Skokie, Illinois. As a result, his 
own home was firebombed and 


the stress prompted a heart 
attack. 

Basker then traveled to 
Miami, Florida, where he once 
again became involved in many 
diverse gay and civil rights 
organizations, with the goal of 
reuniting with his children who 
were living in Cuba. Prepared 
to teach English as a second 
language, he headed for Cuba 
and intimately lived with a 
Cuban family with whom he 
shared his food ration coupons. 
He taught English in a presti¬ 
gious adult school in Havana 
where he led the fight to have 
two suspected lesbian teachers 
reinstated. Fully aware of the 
possibility of reprisal, he 
regretfully planned to leave 
Cuba, and learned two days 
before his departure that he had 
been transferred to a junior high 
school two and a half hours out 
of Havana. 

At age 75, Basker is still 
active in creating social change, 
and thrilled to return to Cuba. 
After his trip he will report on 
current gay and general human 
rights issues at various commu¬ 
nity groups. 

Fellow traveler Lauri Irving 
hopes to bring back reports 
from an African-American per¬ 
son’s point of view. Citing 
American racism, she explains, 
“I want to see if it’s a different 
experience,” and wonders 
whether she’s likely to have 
more in common with Afro- 
Cubans. 

Both Irving and Basker will 
address the Harvey Milk 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, and 
Transgender Democratic Club’s 
August 30th meeting at the 
Women’s Building, located at 
3543 18th Street. ▼

A Salute to the 
Friendly Skies of United

After a San Francisco man with AIDS experi¬ 
enced severe respiratory ditficulty on a return 
flight from the Gay Games and Stonewall festivi¬ 
ties last month, his lover saluted United Airlines 
for the professional way the carrier’s employees 
responded to the medical crisis. 

The June 29 incident took place on Flight 19 
from Newark, New Jersey to San Francisco, 
according to Tom Tull. 

Although Tull’s partner Ron Washburn had 
been so ill that he needed a pre-flight transfusion 
of two pints of blood to gain the energy to make 
the special trip, he was determined to attend the 
historic festivities. 

“Ron had his heart set on going to New York. 
It was a combination of both the closing cere¬ 
monies of Gay Games and Stonewall 25,” Tull 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “He said he wanted to 
do it, even if it killed him.” 

After as whirlwind a night on the town as the 
couple could have, given the state of Washburn’s 
health, the two men were ready to come home to 
San Francisco on June 29. 

But shortly after they were en route, Washburn 
started having trouble, and Tull had to call for help. 

“He was having trouble breathing, and I called 
the flight attendant. I explained the situation to 
her, and they swung right into action and got an 
oxygen mask for him,” Tull said. 

Tull told the B.A.R. that when he explained to 
the flight attendant the fact that his lover was ill 
with AIDS, the reaction wasn’t fear or panic or

disgust, but tender concern. 

“She wasn’t frightened at all,” Tull said. “She 
said it was just rotten for Ron to be so young and 
so sick. The other flight attendants continually 
checked in on him. A member of the flight crew 
also came by and asked whether we wanted an 
ambulance to meet us at the airport.” 

Tull said that he was aware of incidents involv¬ 
ing AIDSphobia and the mistreatment of people 
with AIDS on other airlines - such as the case of 
Timothy Holliss, a San Franciscan who was eject¬ 
ed from an American Airlines flight because he 
had visible facial lesions - and was pleased to 
know that United personnel were so professional 
and sympathetic. 

“They were just so supportive,” Tull said. 

Washburn was hospitalized for eight days for 
the treatment of AIDS-related pneumonia shortly 
after the couple’s return from New York. 

A spokesperson for the airline was not avail¬ 
able for comment at press time. ▼ 


And a Blast at the 
Unfriendly Skies of Delta

A New Hampshire man with AIDS has filed 
suit against Delta Airlines, charging he was ille¬ 
gally removed from a flight last month at 
Boston’s Logan Airport after attendants noticed 
clusters of large warts on his hands and wrists. 

Richard Cloutier, 30, a Dover resident who 
works as a credit investigator, filed suit against 
Delta on Tuesday, July 12 in U. S. District Court 
for unspecified damages. He is charging the air¬ 
line with causing his emotional distress and, in 
addition to seeking damages, is asking Delta to 
train employees in AIDS awareness. 

“It was just an awful, awful experience,” 
Cloutier said at a press conference. “I’ve never 
been made to feel that bad my entire life.” 

Delta spokeswoman Alison Clements said flight 
attendants were following proper procedure when 
they asked Cloutier to cover his arms and hands. 

According to Cloutier’s attorney, Bennett 
Klein of the AIDS Law Project of the Gay and 
Lesbian Advocates and Defenders, Cloutier was 
flying from Boston to Atlanta when he was 
removed from the plane. 

Cloutier’s condition is the result of warts, 
which are caused by a virus, growing uncontrol¬ 
lably. Because Cloutier’s immune system is 
weakened by AIDS, it is unable to fight back the 
warts. Klein said some of the warts had scabs, but 
there was no blood on Cloutier’s hands or arms. 

As Cloutier was boarding the flight, Klein said 
a Delta agent stopped him and asked him if he had 
a medical condition. Cloutier explained to the 
agent that the warts were ordinary warts that had 
grown out of control due to his weakened immune 
system. Klein said the Delta agent then made sev¬ 
eral phone calls before allowing Cloutier to board 
the plane. 

Once he was seated, a second Delta agent 
approached him, asking him to step to the back of 
the plane. As he was walking to the back, Cloutier 
said he heard a passenger whisper, “Look at his 
hands.” 

At the back of the plane, Klein said the agent 
told Cloutier that he had “open sores and scabs,” 
and that for the safety of the other passengers, he 
could not stay on the flight without covering his 
hands and arms. 

“It was all so dreamlike,” Cloutier said. ‘This 
person who didn’t know me and knows nothing 


about me was coming up to me and telling me I 
had things I knew I didn’t have. It was very frus¬ 
trating.” 

Cloutier said the warts posed no risk for the 
other passengers, but the agent was insistent that 
Cloutier cover his arms and hands. 

Delta spokeswoman Clements said the “pas¬ 
senger service agents” were acting in the best 
interest of the passengers by asking Cloutier to 
cover the warts. 

“The information filed in after-action reports 
from the agents indicate that they were sores,” 
Clements said in a telephone interview from 
Atlanta. “We transport people with AIDS routine¬ 
ly without incident.” 

Cloutier did not have a long-sleeved shirt or 
pair of gloves with him at the time to cover his 
arms and hands, so he was escorted off the plane 
by a Delta agent, he said. 

After being taken off the plane, he asked if the 
agent would hold the plane while he ran to the gift 
shop and bought a long-sleeved shirt. The agent 
claimed he could not promise the flight would 
still be there when Cloutier returned, he said. 

Cloutier ran to the gift shop, purchased a sweat 
shirt, and ran back to the plane, only to find the 
flight had left. He was placed on another flight to 
Atlanta 20 minutes later, but said he hid his hands 
the entire flight because he was so self-conscious 
of them by that time. 

“Denying Mr. Cloutier access to Delta’s ser¬ 
vices under the same terms as other passengers, 
and treating Mr. Cloutier as if he were a danger to 
others, without any medical basis, is exactly the 
type of conduct which is prohibited by disability 
discrimination laws,” Klein said. “Mr. Cloutier 
has asserted claims against Delta under the feder¬ 
al Air Carriers Access Act, which prohibits dis¬ 
crimination in air transportation based on a per¬ 
son’s disability, and for infliction of emotional 
distress.” 

According to the suit, Cloutier has suffered 
nightmares, anxiety and depression and has taken 
prescribed anti-depressant medication. Cloutier 
said since the June 11 incident, he has felt “like a 
freak” when going out in public. 

“I feel like I have to tuck my hands underneath 
my arms or put them in my pockets,” Cloutier 
said. “Walking with my hands at my sides, I have 
to position them in a way that’s very uncomfort¬ 
able.” ▼

Black and Beautiful at the Beach

For many years, Southern 
California’s White Party, Labor Day 
L.A., and other such well-publicized 
annual festive southland events have, 
for many, been excuses for mostly 
white gay men from around the country 
to come together to party hearty. 

What is not as well known, except 
by the nation’s black gay and lesbian 
community, is that for the past six years 
gay African-Americans have thrown 
their own extravaganza over the Fourth 
of July weekend in the tony resort town 
of Malibu, California. 

This year’s “At The Beach’’ party on 
July 2 drew over 5,000 black gays and 
lesbians who partied, played volleyball 
and other games - such as “boys 


against girls’’ foot races in the sand, 
which the “girls” won when this 
reporter watched - posed for Hard 
Body contests (men) and Sexy 
Swimsuit contests (women), and gener¬ 
ally strutted their stuff and networked it 
while waiting for the overcast Malibu 
sky to clear late in the afternoon. 
Sheriff’s deputies told the Bay Area 
Reporter the ATB Party was “a model 
for a private party on a public beach.” 

But ATB isn’t just about fun and 
working the party, says ATB co-founder 
Duane Bremond, 32, director of 
Community Relations in the public pol¬ 
icy department of AIDS Project Los 
Angeles. It’s also about promoting eco¬ 
nomic self-sufficiency among gay 
African-Americans. “We believe that 
social and economic development leads 


to political activism,” he told the B.A.R. 
‘This year we’ve brought in several 
vendor booths to show how as a com¬ 
munity we can continue to support each 
other.” 

“Black gays and lesbians need to 
think about themselves as capitalists,” 
agreed Bobby Smith, 48, co-owner of 
African Mustard Seeds Co., with its 
booth prominently displayed near the 
entrance. Smith helped create and carry 
out a vision for an African-themed mar¬ 
ketplace called Ujama Village which 
premiered at this year’s Christopher 
Street West festival in Los Angeles. 
Smith says he and his co-creators 
intend to recreate the Ujama Village 
concept in other venues - including tra¬ 
ditional, mainstream gatherings such as 
the Black Family Reunion. ▼

Unwelcome Operation Rescue 
Members Come to Sacto; 14 Arrested

SACRAMENTO - According to women’s 
health clinic defenders and escorts, the much- 
vaunted national swoop by Operation 
Rescue’s anti-abortion forces is a flop. When 
O.R. came to Sacramento this week it was 
only able to scare up about 20 locals to join in 
assaults on clinics and attempts to blockade 
access. 

According to Lucy Galindo, defense orga¬ 
nizer and member of BACORR and SACORR, 
three clinic defenders have been placed under 
citizen’s arrest by O.R. members, and 14 
members of O.R. have been charged by police. 

Galindo says the O.R. people use small 
children by putting them in clinic parking lots 
so that when escorts carefully move the chil¬ 
dren out of the way to allow access for 
patients’ cars, “the big thugs go behind us and 
try to get in the clinic or to block the doors.” 

Clinic defenders are finding O.R. tactics 
somewhat different as they become more 
physical, throwing themselves at defenders 
and then claiming to have been assaulted and 
demanding the defender’s arrest - and when 
police refuse to arrest the defenders, O.R. 
blockaders make citizen’s arrests. 

Operation Rescue members appear to be 


frustrated, as they are thwarted by implacable 
clinic defenders and escorts at clinic after clin¬ 
ic. Saturday evening, after the clinics closed, 
Galindo and her group mounted a counter¬ 
demonstration at Sacramento’s Crossroads 
Christian Fellowship Church while a “follow¬ 
er” from BACORR followed the Operation 
Rescue group to Modesto. 

Galindo told the B.A.R. that Jeff White, the 
California Director of Operation Rescue, and 
Ken Reed, a top national tactician, were in the 
O.R. cars. When they realized they were being 
followed they stopped at a Highway Patrol 
office demanding that the women in the fol¬ 
low-car be arrested. When police refused to 
arrest the women, 14 O.R. members surround¬ 
ed the follow-car and, in full view of the 
police, vandalized and scratched the car with 
their keys, which resulted in all 14 being 
placed under arrest. 

“It sort of blows the image of good, peace¬ 
ful Christians just trying to have Moms keep 
their babies and all that sweetness and light,” 
Galindo said. ‘The clinic escorts see their real 
agenda all the time, but it’s really gratifying 
when they show everyone their true colors like 
that.” 

Operation Rescue will be operating in the 
San Joaquin Valley next week. T

equal protection of the law. 

“The policy is, in essence, unen¬ 
forceable because in the military 
commanders have great discretion 
over people’s lives,” Stoddard said. 
“We have now learned of quite a few 
circumstances in which comman¬ 
ders, in which psychotherapists, in 
which clergy members, have asked 
people the question that is now sup¬ 
posed to be impermissible.” 

Thome’s case now goes before 
Navy Secretary John Dalton for 
final review, with no expectation 
that the recommendation for dis¬ 
missal will be reversed. 

Thome promised to fight on in 
federal court. His case will join sever¬ 
al others in progress, and he will like¬ 
ly obtain an injunction to allow him to 
continue in the Navy while the case 
works its way through the courts. 

The last five federal court deci¬ 
sions concerning gays in the mili¬ 
tary have gone against the govern¬ 
ment. Those cases are based on the 
“old” policy. 

Joseph Steffan’s case is the 
longest-running. His appeal was 
heard in May before the full District 
of Columbia circuit, often called 


second in importance only to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. A decision on 
Steffan’s case could come down any 
time between now and the fall. 

Keith Meinhold’s case was heard 
last December by a three-member 
panel of the Ninth Circuit Court in 
California. Some observers are sur¬ 
prised that decision has not yet been 
issued. 

Greta Cammermeyer was rein¬ 
stated into the National Guard earli¬ 
er this month by a federal judge in 
Washington state. 

The first challenge to the “new” 
policy was filed in March, a few 
days after the regulations went into 
effect. The Able case involves six 
members of various branches of the 
service. It is being heard in the 
Second Circuit in New York. 
Preliminary motions have been 
favorably resolved for the gay 
plaintiffs; the trial should begin in 
the fall. 

Koppel gave Thorne the last 
word on his program when he asked 
if it was worth it. 

“I’d do it again in a heartbeat,” 
Thome said. “My dad always used 
to tell me, the right thing is not 
always the easy thing to do. ... This 
has been the right thing to do and 
people have got to continue to stand 
up for those things.” ▼

“Consider the lilies of the 
field, how they grow: they toil 
not, neither do they spin.

St. Matthew’s advice aside, 
a new catalogue that is circulat¬ 
ing throughout California’s 
Christian bookstores lavishly 
illustrates how today’s trendiest 
bible believers should want to 
array themselves. It isn’t sack¬ 
cloth or hairshirts that find 
favor among well-heeled 
Christians now; it would appear 
the demand is for workout wear 
and T-shirts. 

Four generations of ostensi¬ 
bly Christian models romp 
though 32 pages of the “Living 
Epistle’’ catalogue, engaging in 
Disneyesque activities as they 
wear message shirts of every 
conceivable description 
except, perhaps, “tasteful.” 

The catalogue demonstrates 
the duality of current religionist 
thinking: on one hand it hawks 
T-shirts depicting erstwhile 
Christian symbols like lambs, 
floral wreaths, and pastoral 
scenes - while on the other, it 
also pushes designs of blood, 
gore, and gruesome “or else” 
warnings. One shirt, for 
instance, depicts a flag- 
wrapped eagle engulfed in 
flames and the legend, 
“America One Nation Under 
God,” followed by a list of pre¬ 
sumably American characteris¬ 
tics - “abortion, gay rights, 
drug abuse, AIDS, gang vio¬ 
lence, ban on prayer, child 
abuse, sexual promiscuity, and 
violent crime.” It’s a far cry 
from the child-sized shirt in the 
same catalogue, showing a 
beautiful, if somewhat nostalgi¬ 
cally drawn, wide-eyed girl 
holding the pierced hand of 
Jesus and bluntly asking, 
“What happened to your 
hand?” Kids, even kids of 
Christians apparently, say the 
damdest things. 

There’s also “When I Grow 
Up I Want To Be Like Jesus” 
for very young kids - young 
enough, one imagines, they 
have not yet learned what hap¬ 
pened to the hand in question - 
followed on succeeding pages 
(and presumably through life) 
by such dire warnings as 
“Know Fear - Fear of the Lord 
is The Beginning of 
Knowledge.” 

Macho male fundies (and 
some of the fundy women who 
demonstrate outside women’s

health clinics, out-machoing 
their spouses) might prefer the 
knock-off of the heavy-metal 
biker look T-shirt - replete with 
wings and the words “Heavenly 
Divine Son” in /awx-Harley 
Davidson script plus the caveat, 
“Worship the Best or Die Like 
the Rest.” Or, for those church¬ 
goers who like to draw atten¬ 
tion to their bodies, there is the 
shirt advertising “The Lord’s 
Gym.” That one shows Christ 
doing push-ups - with a cross 
on his back labeled “The Sins 
of The World” - and the mes¬ 
sage “Bench Press This.” The 
back of the shirt shows a 
pierced hand in grisly detail, 
replete with a spike protruding 
six inches from the palm, and 
the legend “His Pain, Your 
Gain.” 

Another shirt that fairly 
reeks of testosterone bears the 
legend “Varsity Wrestling 
Team” and a reference to the 
biblical book Ephesians on the 
front. One the back is the 
quote, “For our wrestling is not 
against flesh and blood oppo¬ 
nents but against the Rulers, 
The Authorities, The Cosmic 
Powers of This Present 
Darkness, The Spiritual Forces 
of Evil in the Heavenly 
Spheres.” 

I’m dressed 
- now what? 

For those religionists who 
get all dressed up but have no 
one to show off to, the 
Christian Singles magazine, a 
compendium of personal ads 
from those who aspire to “tra¬ 
ditional values” and compan¬ 
ionship, is also available in 
local Bible bookshops. 
Throughout its 32 pages are 
typical lonely-hearts listings - 
and, for those who are “lucky” 
enough to connect with a fel¬ 
low traveler through this vale of 
tears, “movie acceptability rat¬ 
ings” to make the date choice 
easier. The ratings are divided 
into two listings: one indicates 
“quality” in a one- to four-star 
system and the other quantifies 
“moral quality.” 

Surprisingly, some of the 
ads do vaguely hint at kinki¬ 
ness, even with most overt hints 
of horniness stripped away. 
“Older, substantial widower 


looking for a younger out-of- 
pocket woman” could imply 
domination/submission, for 
instance. 

There are other surprises, 
too, such as the not-so-tradi- 
tional designations for divorced 
mate seekers and smokers, and 
the rather cutting-edge inclu¬ 
sion of interracial ads like “Me 
Black - You White, Petite, and 
Golden-Haired.” - particularly 
considering how many 
Christians still believe African- 
Americans bear the “Mark of 
Cain” and the tendency of 
movies with interracial themes 
to fare very poorly on the 
“acceptability” scale. 

Bates Botting, a retired 
Army Master Sergeant who 
currently serves as Vice 
President of Sacramento’s 
Lambda Community Fund, 
says he is thrilled at the idea of 
the catalogues. “I’m both 
relieved and delighted,” 
Botting told the B.A.R. 

“Maybe I’m just relating to 
my military training, but I’m 
relieved that they’re wearing 
labels or a uniform now - so at 
least we can see ’em coming - 
and delighted they have that 
magazine or catalogue so they 
can keep finding and mating 
with each other, so they won’t 
screw up the gene pool for the 
rest of the world.” ▼

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San Francisco Giants’AIDS fundraiser 


Hometown Heroes’ ‘Until There’s A Cure Day’

The San Francisco Giants will go to bat in a big league 
way to benefit AIDS research and education, by present¬ 
ing “Until There’s A Cure Day” at Candlestick Park on 
Sunday, July 31. 

Pre-game festivities begin at 11:30 a.m., with game 
time at 1:05 p.m. 

Team management and players have enthusiastically 
endorsed the unprecedented event, which will signifi¬ 
cantly boost AIDS vaccine development, education, and 
care services. 

Peter A. Magowan, Giants president and managing 
general partner, promises the team will donate $ 1 on each 
ticket sold for the Giants’ game against the Rockies of 
Colorado - birthplace of Amendment II - on the last 
Sunday of this month. 

The Giants will work with the Until There’s A Cure 
Foundation (UTACF) to give away commemorative pins 
featuring the Giants logo and the foundation’s logo to the 
first 30,000 people in attendance at the game. A sellout 
crowd would be 58,000 people, said John Stevens, a 
Giants public relations spokesman. 

Information about the foundation and its distribution 
of funds for AIDS organizations will be included in the 
pin’s packaging materials. 

Giants’ players and coaches will wear the AIDS 
awareness ribbon logo on their uniforms during the 
game. 

Many of the players have already been actively sup¬ 
porting the AIDS cause, particularly All-Star relief pitch¬ 
er Rod Beck and manager Dusty Baker. 

“I think this is great,” said Barry Bonds, three-time 
National League most valuable player. “I think San 
Francisco sports teams in general, from the San Jose 
Sharks to us, to the Niners, have all been very coopera¬ 
tive in this, and it’s really good to see each team doing 
something that’s positive for the community. Forget 
about those other issues of saving money and tax prob¬ 
lems or other things. Real people are dying and they need 
real solutions and real problem solvers.” 


Pitcher Bill Swift, the 1993 Cy Young Award runner- 
up, said, “If you get the AIDS virus, I think it’s important 
to hold your head up. Hopefully there is a cure in the 
future that they can find. It’s going to be people like us, 
people like the Giants, to help them out and help them 
get through this time of 
crisis. You want the big 
organizations, the big 
companies to come out 
for that day. I think it’s 
an important fundraiser. 
It’s a disease that’s not 
going away. We need to 
help fight it. That will 
be a big day to have 
people come out and 
help fight this disease.” 

And praise for the 
Giants’ effort came 
from Magic Johnson, 
three-time National 
Basketball Association 
MVP and now an AIDS 
activist. “I want to say 
congratulations, a job 
well done, and thank 
you to all the Giants 
players. Not just the Giants players, but to the manage¬ 
ment as well. It’s a great situation for HIV and AIDS and 
for people to raise the awareness for HIV and AIDS. And 
continue. Giants, to educate - all the other sports teams 
will follow. So you’re not only great on the field, but 
you’re great off the field. ...” 

Other players, including first baseman and hitting 
coach Bobby Bonds; Royce Clayton, shortstop; Todd 
Benzinger, first baseman; and Hank Greenwald and Ted 
Robinson, team broadcasters, have thrown their weight 
behind the event. 

AIDS activist Mary Fisher, the HIV-positive house¬ 
wife who spoke about the disease at the 1992 Republican 
National Convention, will participate in the pre-game 



festivities at Candlestick. 

A cuff bracelet designed by Dana Cappiello with a 
small AIDS ribbon on one end, engraved inside with 
“Until There’s a Cure”, will be sold at the game by the 
non-profit UTACF, and special T-shirts with the com¬ 
bined Giants/UTAC 
ribbon logo will be on 
sale at stadium con¬ 
cession stands. All of 
the proceeds - after 
manufacturing and 
project costs - will go 
to AIDS vaccine 
development, educa¬ 
tion, and care ser¬ 
vices. 

‘The Giants are 
proud to participate in 
a day that’s long over¬ 
due,” Magowan said. 
“We think this event 
gives Bay Area citi¬ 
zens, organizations 
and businesses an 
opportunity to raise 
funds for ‘Until 
There’s a Cure’ 
through the San Francisco Giants, and help bring aware¬ 
ness of the AIDS epidemic into the mainstream. This 
special day will give our fans an opportunity to learn 
more about the disease, which affects all of us. This is not 
a baseball event, it’s a humanitarian event.” 

Fifty percent of funds raised at the event will go to 
national AIDS vaccine development. 

The other 50 percent will be earmarked for the 
National Community AIDS Partnership which will dis¬ 
tribute funds equally to the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, Project Open Hand, UCSF AIDS Program 
at San Francisco General Hospital, AIDS Project 
Contra Costa, and Stanford Positive Care Clinic in Palo 
Alto. T

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New Treatments 

for Herpes and Shingles 

Infections in Drug Pipeline

An estimated 25 million people in the U.S. are 
chronically infected with genital herpes, most of 
whom rely on the drug acyclovir for some relief. 
Not surprisingly, cases of acyclovir-resistant 
forms of herpes simplex virus 2 (HSV2), the virus 
that causes genital herpes, are increasing. 

The drug-resistant strain of HSV2 is particu¬ 
larly problematic among HIV-infected individuals 
with CD4-I- counts of 100 or less, many of whom 
experience recurrent outbreaks of the chronic 
infection. Five percent of these cases are report¬ 
edly resistant to acyclovir. Help is on the way, but 
it doesn’t come cheap. 

Burroughs-Wellcome is introducing a new her¬ 
pes drug, Valtrex, while its competitor, 
SmithKline, has already won approval of its new 
anti-herpes drug, Famvir. Phase 3 randomized 
double blind safety and efficacy trials for Valtrex 
(Trial Herp012) are still ongoing in San Francisco 
and many other locations, and Burroughs- 
Wellcome expects it will clear FDA regulatory 
hurdles by year’s end. Both drugs are also effec¬ 
tive against varicella-zoster virus (VZV), a virus 
in the herpes family that causes shingles and 
chicken pox. 

A shot in the arm? 

Meanwhile, East Bay-based Biocine 
announced that a “subunit” vaccine, developed 
against the viral glyco-protein gD of HSV2, 
reduced the number of genital herpes outbreaks 
by 33 percent in 98 individuals who were subject 
to between four and 14 outbreaks a year {Lancet 
magazine, June 11, 1994). In reaction to the pub¬ 
lished study, Anthony Fauci, director of the 
National Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases, commented that “This study is a step 
forward in our search for better treatments for 
people with genital herpes. The research shows 
that an immunotherapeutic vaccine, one designed 
to enhance the body’s immune response to HSV2, 
may modify the course of the disease.” None of 
the individuals who participated in the vaccine 
trial were suffering from AIDS. 

The vaccine is also being tested on uninfected 
individuals whose sex partners are infected, but 
no clinical trials are planned for the San Francisco 
Bay Area. Transmission of HSV2 infection 
among love partners can occur even if an individ¬ 
ual shows no physical signs of infection, but a 
person is most infectious from the moment of out¬ 
break until the lesion is fully cleared up. 

Biocine is reportedly planning to test another 
HSV2 subunit vaccine that could be more effec¬ 
tive. The vaccine consists of the viral glycopro¬ 
teins gB and gD. The company’s public relations 
spokesperson failed to return the Bay Area 
Reporter's phone calls to confirm or deny this 


hearsay information. 

In other developments. Burroughs Wellcome is 
seeking to gain FDA approval for over the counter 
sales of acyclovir (Zovirax) in 200 mg. capsules. 
The drug is already sold over the counter as a top¬ 
ical ointment in Great Britain. The 200 mg. 
dosage is not being targeted for immunocompro¬ 
mised individuals, since they require 400 mg. 
doses to suppress herpes outbreaks and 800 mg. 
doses for treatment of shingles. These individuals 
would still get the drug with a physician’s pre¬ 
scription. 

Kathy Bartlett, a spokesperson for Wellcome, 
indicated that the company expects to learn 
whether the FDA will approve the petition for 
over the counter sales of acyclovir between 
August and December of this year. 

In the September 23, 1993 edition of the New 
England Journal of Medicine (vol. 329, p. 968- 
969), physicians reported that another drug, an 
acyclic nucleoside phosphonate known as 
HPMPC, was effective as a topical treatment for 
forms of HSV2 resistant to acyclovir alone or in 
combination with foscamet. The drug was effec¬ 
tive in the two patients in which it was used, both 
of whom were suffering from AIDS. 

Currently, foscamet is recommended as the 
drug of choice for treatment of genital herpes and 
shingles in severely immunocompromised indi¬ 
viduals who are resistant to acyclovir. In a recent 
roundtable discussion held by a panel of nine 
clinical experts and published in the Journal of 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndromes (vol. 7, 
pp. 254-260,1994), a number of observations 
were made concerning treatment strategies in 
immunocompromised people. 

Most of the clinicians agreed that resistant 
forms of HSV2 are rarely encountered upon first 
diagnosis of infection. The prevailing belief is 
that selection pressure for resistant forms of the 
vims occur while individuals are undergoing acy¬ 
clovir therapy. 

When patients experience recurrent lesions at 
the same site, the cause is sometimes, but not 
always, due to acyclovir resistance. In an NIH 
study of ten recurrences in 17 individuals, three 
were due to acyclovir resistance, but seven were 
still susceptible to acyclovir treatment. Outbreaks 
at new locations are never due to acyclovir-resis¬ 
tant forms of HSV2. 

The panel also agreed that the likelihood of 
HSV2 outbreaks increases with the degree of 
immunosuppression. 

In one study of eight individuals who were 
resistant to acyclovir, all experienced complete 
remission of their lesions when taking foscamet 
at a dosage of 18mg. per pound of body weight. 
The low incidence of myelosuppression associat¬ 
ed with foscamet enables it to be used in combi¬ 
nation with human-unfriendly marrow-toxic anti¬ 
retroviral therapies like AZT. T 


Is a Cure in Sight for 
Cryptosporidiosis?

Cryptosporidiosis, the pro¬ 
tozoan that causes cholera¬ 
like gastrointestinal symp¬ 
toms in more that 15 percent 
of people with AIDS and left 
4,400 people hospitalized 
when it entered the drinking 
water supply in Milwaukee 
last year, may soon meet a 
swift demise from a new 
dmg, Immuno-C. Last week 
Biomune Systems filed an 
Investigational New Drug 
(IND) application with the 
FDA for Immuno-C, found to 
be highly effective against 
Cryptosporidium in animal 


tests, hoping to achieve simi¬ 
lar success in humans. 

The FDA is expected to 
give the drug fast track 
approval for human testing, 
which could begin as early as 
September. Currently, there 
are no approved treatments or 
cures for cryptosporidiosis. 

Optimism about the effica¬ 
cy of the dmg stems from two 
animal studies. In one study, 
newborn mice were infected 
with Cryptosporidium on day 
1, injected with a single dose 
of Immuno C on day 3, and 
then monitored for eradica¬ 
tion of the disease on day 7. A 


statistically significant level 
of eradication was observed, 
relative to controls that 
received placebo. 

In another study, at Kansas 
State University, eight in vivo 
animal tests also established a 
statistically significant eradi¬ 
cation of cryptosporidiosis. 

The dmg is already used in 
clinical trials at Vanderbilt 
University as a treatment for 
prostate cancer. A spokesman 
for Biomune Systems thinks 
the dmg may also be thera¬ 
peutically effective against 
gastrointestinal infection by 
Salmonella or E. coli. ▼

U.S. Government StUl 
Cleaning Up Gallo’s 
Contamination Mess

The U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services has moved to end a decade-long dispute, 
by agreeing to grant the Institut Pasteur of Paris a 
greater share of HIV blood test royalties - and 
also by formally acknowledging that the virus 
American AIDS researcher Dr. Robert Gallo used 
to develop the American version of the test was 
discovered by a French researcher. 

As recently as last month, National Institutes 
of Health head Dr. Harold Varmus had maintained 
that the royalty-sharing agreement settled upon by 
the two research groups in 1987 was fair. But in 
the agreement announced July 11, which came 
after a week of strained negotiations, Varmus said 
that the U.S. had received a disproportionate 
amount of royalties because sales of the test kit 
are higher here, “a fact not taken into considera¬ 
tion in the 1987 settlement agreement.” The NIH 
and the Institut Pasteur have been cp-patent hold¬ 
ers of the HIV antibody test since that agreement 
was reached in 1987. 

Varmus also acknowledged “in light of the cur¬ 
rent state of knowledge and, in particular, as a 
result of a well-known independent study pub¬ 
lished in 1991, that scientists at the NIH used a 
virus provided to them by Institut Pasteur to 
invent the American HIV test kit.” 

Taking into account both the disproportionate 
share of royalties as well as the admission that 
Gallo used the French virus, Varmus said a new 
apportionment formula was agreed upon to even 
out the imbalance that had left the French with 
hundreds of thousands dollars less than 
Americans in royalties from the sale of HIV test 
kits. 

According to official reports, the Institut 
Pasteur now stands to receive an extra $700,000 a 
year under the new formula. Previously, France 
and the U.S. had each kept 20 percent of the roy¬ 
alties from the sale of its kits; the remaining 80 
percent of all royalties were pooled and divided, 
with 37.5 percent going to each country and 25 
percent to Third World AIDS researchers. Under 
the agreement announced last week, the remain¬ 
ing 80 percent will be split differently: Fully half 
will go to the Institut Pasteur, and 25 percent each 
will go to the U.S. and to Third World AIDS 
Research. 

Dr. Maxime Schwartz, director of the Institut 
Pasteur, wrote in a July 11 letter to Varmus that 
the reapportionment of royalties, as well as “the 
American acknowledgment that U.S. scientists 
used a French virus when they invented the 
American HIV test kit brings to a satisfactory 
conclusion all of the concerns we have raised with 
you regarding these matters.” 

The Tribune reported that had the NIH not 
agreed to the new settlement, the Institut Pasteur 
was prepared to file a new lawsuit against the 
agency. 

The Institut Pasteur did sue the NIH'in 1985, 
months after U.S. scientists, headed by Gallo, 
were granted the U.S. patent for HIV test kits. 
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Dr. Robert Gallo 


which the French said were created using the 
virus sent to the NIH by Pasteur researcher Dr. 
Luc Montagnier. A settlement in 1987 made the 
two countries co-patent holders, and also created 
the French and American AIDS Foundation and 
the World AIDS Foundation, the two bodies that 
currently share the remaining 80 percent of HIV 
test kit royalties. 

In November 1989, Chicago Tribune investiga¬ 
tive reporter John Crewdson published his find¬ 
ings that Gallo had used a French virus to create 
the American HIV test, an assertion Gallo had 
previously denied. In May 1991, Gallo stated in a 
letter in Nature that a virus he received from 
Pasteur “likely” was the one used in inventing the 
test, due to an “accidental contamination.” An 
independent article published by the Roche 
Molecular Systems Group in 1991 corroborated 
that Gallo had used the French virus. 

After the announcement of the new agreement 
on Monday, July 11, Gallo issued a statement that 
said, in part, “It is now time for this episode to be 
permanently closed.... Our laboratory had several 
other independent isolates of AIDS virus at that 
time [of contamination], including at least one 
that could have been used for the blood test.” 

Gallo also said he had “consistently acknowl¬ 
edged the significant contributions of the Pasteur 
scientists.” Charges of scientific misconduct 
against Gallo were dropped by the Department of 
Health and Human Services’ Office of Research 
Integrity, after unrelated charges against his 
research assistant. Dr. Mikulas Popovic, were dis¬ 
missed by an HHS appeals board last November. T

“I slept last night for the first 
time in a solid month,” said 
Alioto. “I have a hard time 
sleeping when AIDS, drug 
rehabilitation, and other ser¬ 
vices don’t get funded. 

“No essential city services 
were cut,” Alioto said. “It took a 
lot of very hard work. I had to 
vote for a parking ticket 
increase, which I despise, but 
there are no other revenue 
sources available.” 

Last-minute budget cuts of 
$11 million to beleaguered 
Health Department mental 
health and outpatient medical 
care programs were restored, due 
to a salary savings agreement on 
unfilled positions, made between 
the city and labor and various 
departmental efficiencies. 


The Board also set aside $1 
million of a $10 million general 
fund surplus to . cover funding 
for substance abuse treatment 
services, while the city tries to 
seek additional revenue to cover 
a $3 million expired federal 
grant that funded substance 
abuse treatment programs such 
as 18th Street Services, a gay 
men’s alcohol and drug outpa¬ 
tient treatment program. 

The board also approved 
increases in fines for street¬ 
cleaning violations and expired 
parking meters, to $25. The 
fines increased are expected to 
generate an estimated $2.5 mil¬ 
lion for the city’s general fund. 

At the beginning of the 
meeting, a group of AIDS and 
health care activists protested 
the proposed health cuts. 

During the protest, a contin¬ 
gent of activists from the 
Women’s Action Coalition 


briefly took over the 
Supervisor’s seats and held 
their own impromptu board 
meeting replete with gavel 
banging, unanimous passage of 
tax hikes, and unanimous bud¬ 
get approval. 

The activists were arrested 
but later cited and released for 
the guerrilla street theatre. 

If the transfer tax proposal 
fails, previously restored cuts in 
health and other human ser¬ 
vices will be implemented to 
cover the revenue loss. 

San Francisco will also face 
a preliminary budget deficit of 
at least $100 million next year 
because of an estimated $70 
million in already-negotiated 
salary increases for city work¬ 
ers, and an expected $30 mil¬ 
lion loss in one-time grants and 
other revenues sources for the 
city’s $640 million annual 
health budget. ▼

... Homophobia?

International musician Shabba Ranks has been included 
amongst the planned lineup of singers for the 1994 Woodstock 
Reunion Concert. In December of 1992, Ranks appeared on a 
teen television show The Word and declared that lesbians and 
gays “forfeit the word of God” and “deserved to be crucified.” 
He also agreed that it would be “absolutely right” to shoot gay 
men. 

After much protest. Ranks finally apologized for his homo- 
phobic crusade and pledged to make a public service 
announcement condemning anti-gay violence. However, he 
has reneged on that promise. Reportedly, Ranks continues to 
preach the gospel of hate. 

Given what Woodstock represents. Ranks is an exceedingly 
poor choice of performer. Of course. Ranks has a right to pol¬ 
lute the planet with his homophobia. But if Woodstock ’94 
planners insist on providing Ranks with a public platform, they 
should at least be reminded to include openly lesbian and gay 
performers and to read an on-stage acknowledgment of the 
scope and severity of hate violence.

CNN Doesn’t Count 

True to form, Parks Department and police officials signifi¬ 
cantly underestimated the number of people who attended the 
Stonewall 25 March and Rally in New York City. 
Unfortunately, CNN Headline News simply parroted this mis¬ 
information. 

Government officials estimated the Stonewall turnout to be 
100,000, a figure well under any reasonable account. CNN 
Headlines News has continued to quote this figure without 
reporting on the controversy it has provoked. 

Uttdercounting queers seems to have become a tradition. In 
1993, the U.S. Parks Service announced that 300,000 people 
attended the March on Washington. (Closer to the truth was the 
District of Columbia Office of Emergency Preparedness’ count 
of 1,000,000. Such undercounting is not far removed from the 
fer right’s efforts to convince the world that lesbians and gays 
make up less than one percent of the population (presumably 
based on the assumption that it is okay to hate and persecute 
small - but not large - groups of people). In any event, this 
undercounting is nothing less than an Orwellian attempt to 
rewrite history.

Recently, the Fox network refused to show two gay charac¬ 
ters kissing as part of a Melrose Place storyline. Production 
mogul Aaron Spelling reportedly questioned the necessity of 
including an affectionate gay moment, because it might be too 
upsetting to the show’s advertisers. The show’s executive pro¬ 
ducer, Darren Starr, has also dismissed the significance of cen¬ 
soring yet another queer kiss. 

In response to the ensuing controversy, talk show host Jay 
Leno offered a stinging challenge to Fox’s hypocrisy. “What 
kills me is the hypocrisy of the whole thing,” Leno announced. 
He pointed out that on Melrose Place, “Everybody in the 
building has slept with each other at least twice, one of the ten¬ 
ants is a hooker, another pregnant by a guy who is a murderer, 
two characters tried to commit murder last night, another is 
having a nightmare about child molestation, and the producers 
said ‘We’re going to stick to traditional family values on the 
program!”’ 

More recently, Leno featured gay comedian Bob Smith on 
The Tonight Show with Jay Leno. Smith did an affirmative and 
gay-focused routine on the July 13 broadcast. 

It’s important for people like Jay Leno ~ who have privi¬ 
leged access to the media - to expose homophobic hypocrisy 
at every turn, and to provide a forum for lesbian and gay talent.

Summer Scorecard

I t has been, overall, a 
tame gay season so far 
this year (the official 
“gay season” in San 
Francisco runs from Gay 
Pride Day in late June to 
Halloween). Our local parade 
was smaller than usual, not so 
much in raw numbers as in orga¬ 
nized contingents; presumably 
many outfits had to choose 
between participating officially 
in the SF gay day or in 
Stonewall and opted for the lat¬ 
ter, You can’t blame them; after 
all, our own Mayor Frank 
Jordan attended Stonewall 
instead of the SF pride parade. 
Not only was the crowd bigger, 
but it was friendlier than the 
home town’s would’ve been. 

By avoiding the SF parade, 
Jordan sidestepped the 
inevitable “zaps” and heckling 
that could be expected to haunt 
him on his home turf, but he 
also missed seeing what he 
would have found a most heart¬ 
ening sight: Supervisor Angela 
Alioto smiling bravely at a 
stone-silent crowd. The specta¬ 
tors didn’t quite boo and hiss, 
but it was a surprisingly cold 
reception for a front-running 
liberal candidate for mayor at a 
gay parade. As much as I dislike 
him, Jordan looks like a shoo-in 
(or periiaps a “shoe-in”) for re- 
election next year. 

While the Gay Games and 
associated festivities no doubt 
boosted the economy of New 


York City, they did so at the 
expense of others, notably San 
Francisco. Our usual summer 
influx of gay European tourists 
slowed to a trickle this year, as 
queer tourists naturally flocked 
to the big event in the Big Apple 
instead. Gay tourist marketing 
appears to be a zero-sum game, 
where any gains are inevitably 
counterbalanced by losses else¬ 
where. Lavender capitalists sold 
on the idea of an endlessly 
expanding gay market would do 
well to take note. 

No big news 

Although the Gay Games 
must be counted an unqualified 
success, the same can hardly be 
said of the Stonewall march, 
which ended nearly a half-mil- 
lion dollars in debt. It didn’t 
generate much media coverage 
(except in the New York Times, 
to its credit), and what there was 
lacked any coherent message. 
Ostensibly this was a march on 
the United Nations, but it was 
hard to see why they should pay 
any attention to American 
queers when our own govern¬ 
ment ignores us so thoroughly. 
The refusal of the organizers to 
consider the domestic scene and 
the absence of a central issue, 
like the gays-in-the-military 
controversy that dominated last 
year’s March on Washington, 
robbed the march of any focus; 
it was just a bunch of gays par¬ 
tying and as such was no big 
news. 



The march organization fell 
apart as the event approached. 
Co-chairs publicly denounced 
each other, CNN canceled its 
planned coverage when 
Stonewall failed to get “big 
screen” TVs for its rally, and the 
march’s head public relations 
flak promptly resigned his post 
and dished the outfit within 24 
hours of discovering that he 
wasn’t going to get paid on 
time.

have been dribbling home from 
the New York events for a cou¬ 
ple of weeks now, grumbling 
about the incredible heat and 
humidity, reporting mass disor¬ 
ganization, and complaining 
about swarms of rude and/or 
apolitical, sexist guppies. We 
anti-marchers hate to say this ... 
but we told you so. 

Breaking even 

Gays have done tolerably well 
in the courts lately, with the Boy 
Scout and Cammermeyer cases. 
A San Diego judge ruled that the 
Boy Scouts of America are, in 
fact, a “business organization” 
and as such are covered by 
California’s anti-discrimination 
legislation. This allows the suit 
of an expelled troop master (a 
local police officer) to advance. 
Colonel Cammermeyer’s case is 
on track for the Supreme Court; 
the federal appeals court ordered 
the Army to take her back on 
active status and dismissed an 
administration attempt to keep 
her suspended until the case is 
resolved. The court’s decision in 
favor of Cammermeyer suggests 
that they believe she will ulti¬ 
mately prevail and that the mili¬ 
tary’s anti-gay ban in both its old 
form (under which 
Cammermeyer is being dis¬ 
charged) and its new “Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell” variation is unconsti¬ 
tutional and cannot stand up 
under any serious legal scrutiny. 

On the one hand, it’s distress¬ 
ing to see the Pentagon and the 
Clinton administration going to 
such lengths to harass this heroic 
woman; on the other, it’s gratify¬ 
ing that she’s prevailed so far and 
encouraging to think that this 
might yet be the case that unrav¬ 
els the ban. Gays tend to do bet¬ 
ter in the courts than in the polls. 

This is certainly suggested by 
the recent political gains of the 
religious right. Local “stealth” 
candidates are taking over school 
boards; Christian activists are 
seizing control of Republican 
state caucuses (e.g., Virginia, 
where they’re fueling Oliver 
North’s bid for the Senate); and 
in Oregon Lon Mabon engi¬ 
neered a fundamentalist sweep 
of the Republican primary. 

Some Democrats hail this as 
the end of the Republican Party, 
the beginning of a fatal right- 
center split which will fragment 
the GOP in its hour of near vic¬ 
tory (threatening a majority in 
the Senate, for example) and 


rescue the bumbling Clinton 
presidency. There may be some¬ 
thing to that, but if there isn’t, 
we’re in for rough times. 

Some gay candidates did 
well in the last round of 
California primaries, but they 
tended not to be very queer. It’s 
one thing for an “incidentally 
homosexual” candidate like 
Tony Miller to win in a polite 
Democratic primary where fag 
bashing is off limits; it’s another 
thing altogether to win a no- 
holds-barred general election. 

A rather toothless domestic 
partnership bill is working its 
way through the state 
Legislature. Since it avoids 
health (or any other) benefits, 
and due to clever and compre¬ 
hensive alliances with other 
interested parties (e.g., senior 
citizens), it is likely to pass - 
and also not to make much dif¬ 
ference, aside from symbolic 
significance. There’s also an 
anti-discrimination bill before 
Congress, but I don’t see it as 
having even a snowball’s chance 
in hell, given the current cli¬ 
mate. 

Well, there’s no point in 
lamenting the shortcomings in this 
year’s celebrations; instead, let’s 
look toward the rosy future. We 
need an event that’s upbeat, social¬ 
ly relevant, and eminently mar¬ 
ketable. How about San Francisco 
hosting a Grand Wedding to call 
for full domestic partnership ben¬ 
efits? We could make a point of 
inviting people from countries that 
have already legalized gay unions; 
this would serve as the necessary 
fig leaf to conceal shameless 
tourist mongering aimed at 
Denmark, Norway, Sweden, the 
Netherlands, and northern 
Germany. 

We can tout our gay-friendly 
environment, our sophisticated 
queer community well-trained 
in all sorts of complicated and 
traditional relationships, and 
also our fabulous weather. 
Think of the take in hotel bills, 
bar tabs, etc., not to mention the 
lucre to be earned from endless 
Lavender Matrimonial 

tchotchkes. The mainstream 
media will likely ignore it, but 
we can make our own videos, 
generating further spin-off dol¬ 
lars. 

Liberation may not be just 
around the comer, but certainly 
we should at least be able to 
break even on our fundraisers 
with just a little more effort. ▼

to yell. “Gil,” a man who earlier in the week 
had allowed his dog to menace Roxanne, 
allegedly shouted at Galindo, demanding 
to know why she and the others were 
there. When Galindo replied they were 
there to support and protect the two 
women who live in the house, he report¬ 
edly became abusive. 

Earlier in the week, Gil had called 
Roxanne and Audrey’s landlord to 
protest their presence in the neighbor¬ 
hood and complain that Butcher notified 
animal control authorities that his dog 
scratched her while off the leash. To Gil’s 
alleged lamentation, “What have we 
done to deserve this, George?” the land¬ 
lord reportedly replied, “Gil, you’re just 
chickenshit: you started this crap on the 
block and now you want to whine about 
it.” 

Gil may, in fact, have started the trou¬ 
ble, but he was not the only angry neigh¬ 
bor shouting at the lawn party. A neigh¬ 
borhood woman called Galindo a “he- 
she,” while Gil’s wife got into the act too. 

In one of the day’s more hilarious 
moments, she approached a car with the 
words, “You wanna see the queers? Look 
at alia them on the lawn there.” At that 
point, three women’s heads - each with 
piercings of the eyebrows, nose, and lip - 
popped out of the car windows, exclaim¬ 


ing, “Queers! Queers? For God’s sakes 
where?” The woman recoiled from the 
car and its occupants as another woman 
called them all sinners, threatened 
Galindo with hell and damnation, and 
then started speaking in tongues. 

Galindo said she was Just coming back 
from a short run to the store for refresh¬ 
ments when she heard the helicopter and 
sirens of the patrol cars. 

“I really wondered what was going on 
in the neighborhood with all that police 
activity. I figured it must be something 
really big time, knowing how little help 
Audrey and Roxanne had gotten,” 
Galindo said. “When I got back to the 
house I was surprised to see all the 
Sheriffs there and that helicopter. Then 
the deputies wanted to know what we 
were up to. I told them we were there to 
support these women and that we 
planned to protect them.” 

According to Butcher, deputies - who 
were too busy to take her complaint a 
week ago - now told her to be “careful” 
and said if the party got out of hand they 
would be back to break things up. 

“I told them, we had no intention of 
doing anything wrong,” Roxanne told the 
B.A.R. “I told them we are gentle, peace¬ 
ful people and just want to be left alone. 

“The deputies just ignored all the peo¬ 
ple who were yelling and calling us 
names, trying to goad someone to fight 
with them - it just isn’t fair.” ▼

Dr. Sandra 

Hernandez, Director of 
Public Health, a long¬ 
time friend and col¬ 
league of Ludington, 
also expressed her 
sense of loss, both per¬ 
sonal and professional. 

“Pierre provided 
leadership in the con¬ 
solidation of the 
Department of Public 
Health service con¬ 
tracts, and advocated 
that better services 
could be provided to 
clients if agencies 
worked more closely 
together,” Hernandez 
told the B.A.R. “While 
he was a strong sup¬ 
porter of services for 
all persons infected 
with HIV, he had been 
especially concerned 
about health services 
provided for children 
and youth. He always 
took the perspective of 


persons using the ser¬ 
vices of the health 
department and helped 
to shape San Francisco 
as a world renowned 
model of AIDS service 
delivery. 

“He will be greatly 
missed for his passion¬ 
ate advocacy for all of 
the clients we serve.” 

Supervisor Susan 


Leal called Ludington 
“an incredible advo¬ 
cate for our public 
health system and chil¬ 
dren’s health issues. 
His interest and con¬ 
cern went well beyond 
his activism in the field 
of AIDS and HIV. 

“We’ve really suf¬ 
fered a great loss,” she 
added. 

Mayor Jordan said, 
“It is with sadness that 
I offer my condolences 
on behalf of the city of 
San Francisco upon 
hearing of the untimely 
death of Pierre 
Ludington. Pierre was 
a dedicated public ser¬ 
vant, deeply commit¬ 
ted to health care 


issues, especially

Mariah Burton Nelson Discusses the Changing Face of Sports in America 


Redefining Sports 


by Nancy Boutilier 

« , - uch has been written - in 

^ both the gay and main- 
stream press - about the 
? V V Games, the events 
themselves and their 
meaning. Anecdotes point not only to the 
Games’ power to transform the way indi¬ 
viduals see themselves, but also to their 
capacity to reshape the way others see 
lesbians and gay men. 

Some of the coverage I saw in the New 
York dailies and in the San Francisco 
Examiner captured the paradoxical tru¬ 
isms offered by the Games: 1) Gay men 
and lesbians play in the same competitive 
ways that their straight peers play. 2) Gay 
men and lesbians have created their own 
events, fashions, cheers, and attitudes 
toward athletics. 

So, where do we go from here? 

One participant in Gay Games II has 
spent a lot of time examining the mes¬ 
sages and meaning of sports in 
American culture. Mariah Burton 
Nelson first wrote about her experience 
in Gay Games in Are We Winning Yet?: 
How Women Are Changing Sports and 
Sports Are Changing Women (Random 
House, 1991). By profiling a variety of 
women and their involvement in sports. 
Nelson, who played basketball at 
Stanford and later in the short-lived pro 
league, demonstrated the ways that 


women’s lives can be shaped by their 
athletic experience (and inexperience), 
as well as the ways that they have 
helped to redefine the value and practice 
of sports. In the book she identifies the 
Games as an example of the “partner¬ 
ship model” of sports, named so 
because inclusion and achievement are 
emphasized rather than exclusion and 
dominance. It was the kind of book I 
wanted others to read. 

Nelson’s new book The Stronger 
Women Get, The More Men Love 
Football: Sexism and The American 
Culture of Sports (Harcourt Brace & 
Company) is one I’m daring people to 
read. Her investigation and analysis of 
what American culture defines as play is 
likely to color the way both fans and anti¬ 
fans view sports. 

In the book Nelson looks at the mes¬ 
sages created by and conveyed through 
the culture of sports in America. She 
tries to make sense of the way it affects 
people in society - all people - and it 
isn’t much prettier than what we saw 
unfolding at O.J. Simpson’s hearing. In 
the first chapter she writes, “there’s 
something about male sports privilege 
that contributes to the sexual objectifica¬ 
tion and abuse of women. Given how 
pervasive men’s sports are, that’s a 
scary thought.” And the rest of the book 
offers the stories and statistics to make it 
even scarier. 


Tough questions, 
conclusions 

Nelson has done her homework. She 
draws on a variety of sources for her 
analysis of sports - interviews, news 
sources, academic research, and litera¬ 
ture. She is as likely to quote Adrienne 
Rich as Frank Deford, as likely to 
describe a scene from the movie Fried 
Green Tomatoes as one from a swim¬ 
ming pool. She is not afraid either to ask 
tough questions, like “What is the role of 
sports in creating and sustaining gender 
differences?” And she takes on the chal¬ 
lenge of charting uncharted territory, like 
the sexual abuse of athletes by coaches. 

Her examination extends beyond the 
playing field and takes the reader into 
locker rooms, a topless sports bar, and a 
rape trial. Furthermore, she is willing to 
persuade readers of the most alarming 
conclusions. She explores, for instance, 
the possibility that the degradation of 
women and gay men allows for an unac¬ 
knowledged homoerotic experience for 
men who would never allow themselves an 
acknowledged homosexual feeling or act. 

A compelling explanation for why 
professional sports franchises benefit 
from homophobia is contained in 
Nelson’s contention that “in manly sports 
men find an avenue to express their affec¬ 
tion for men - and their anger at women 
- in a socially acceptable form. If these 
men were to openly display their love and

attraction for men, they wouldn’t have to 
camouflage these feelings with intramale 
violence and sexual assaults on women. 
Nor would they have to defend football so 
fiercely: they’d have other outlets in 
which to love men.” 

Nelson addresses sports from a boldly 
feminist perspective, something you 
won’t see in daily sports pages. She 
writes thus: 

“Female athletes have a long tradition 
of dissociating themselves from femi¬ 
nism. Their desire to be accepted or to 
acquire or keep a boyfriend or a job has 
often equaled their passion for sports.

Deeper 
into The Summer That Didn’t 
Matter, the fare’s still fair - but 
who the hell cares? 

Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 
latest extravaganza. True Lies, 
continues in the goofy vein of 
last year’s less-than-boffo (at 
the domestic b.o.) The Last 
Action Hero. The new picture is 
even dippier, deliriously mixing 
action - Amie plays a top-secret 
U.S. government anti-terrorist 
agent - comedy, and occasional¬ 
ly even romance. 

After Amie triumphs over a 
series of catastrophes, director- 
writer-producer James Cameron 
puts his spy plot on the back 
burner for a good 40 minutes for 
a sidebar drama centering on 
Schwarzenegger’s adventure- 
starved wife (Jamie Lee Curtis). 
As funny and nutty as some of 
this is, the ploy’s nearly fatal, 
but just as his film seems about 
to implode, Cameron picks the 
pace up for a killer finish. 

True Lies is a big mess of a 
movie, but I loved it except for 
two things. It’s more than a tad 
misogynist - women get called 
bitches less often on a 2 Live 
Crew album - and the “Crimson 
Jihad” terrorist group Amie’s up 
against is all Arab. 

Had Cameron been a little 
more clever, one might be able to 
read the stereotyping as satiric 
social commentary (although 
anyone who’s taken a gander at 
this paper recently knows how 
easily that can be misunder¬ 
stood), but $100 million-plus 
apparently doesn’t buy that kind 
of finesse. This may be fiction 
and “all in fim,” but Arabic peo¬ 
ple are even more unfairly typed 
as a group than gays; True Lies 
contributes to this lopsidedly 
negative impression - and the 
“good” Arab on Amie’s side only 
proves the filmmakers knew 
what they were perpetrating. 

The stunts in True Lies are 


guard 

down in the most 
uncharacteristic ways. This hap¬ 
pens earlier and more glaringly 
in The Client. 

What salvages The Client - 
or at least turns it into good 
beach viewing - are the perfor¬ 
mances by Renfro and 
Sarandon. Renfro is the glue 
that holds together a dysfunc¬ 
tional family headed by Mary- 
Louise Parker. He’s one willful 
client, whose lies constantly 
upend his lawyer. Sarandon 
plays a sassy-yet-vulnerable, 
clean-and-sober divorced moth¬ 
er (something for everyone!), 
who’s just about got her life 
back together. Lawyer and client 
barely get along, but they man¬ 
age to foil their pursuers nearly 
every time. 

The Client is mindless 
enough entertainment, so much 
so that two days after I’d seen it, 
I’d forgotten most of it. At first 
this troubled me, but then I 
remembered - we’ve escaped 
into a Hollywood summer. We 
don’t have to think until the 
leaves start to fall. ▼

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pretty stupendous, though there 
are a few slip-ups that look like 
they were done using the tech¬ 
nology of the ’20s. What really 
majces True Lies fun, though, is 
Cameron’s devil-may-care 
direction - one minute it’s an 
action film, the next it’s being as 
gleefully surreal as a Bunuel or 
Tati picture. 

Like Speed, themnaway(ho 
ho) summer action hit. True 
Lies is a bit unwieldy, but it’s a 
heck of a good ride. 


Willful ‘Client’ 

I was out at the ’Stick 
recently, communing with my 
man Darryl, but what really 
caught my eye was the clarity 
of the current Diamond- 
Vision TV screen. Even with 
the sun shining directly on 
it, you don’t miss a pixel. 
Perhaps it won’t be long 
until someone erects one of 
these at the shore, so peo¬ 
ple can watch beach fic¬ 
tion like John Grisham’s 
rather than have to fum¬ 
ble with the pages while try¬ 
ing to get a tan. 

The latest Grisham novel into 
film is The Client, about a 
young boy (Brad Renfro) who 
witnesses the suicide of a mob 
lawyer and then has everyone 
from hit men to G-men trying to 
find out what the kid knows. 
The lad hires Susan Sarandon as 
his lawyer, which immediately 
pits her against Tommy Lee 
Jones, playing a U.S. Attorney 
who’s ... a lot like Tommy Lee 
Jones. 

Director Joel Schumacher 
doles out the suspense in fits and 
starts, as though he’s afraid his 
audience might faint if the tension 
builds up too much. Get up to 
Speed, Mr. S. We need nonstop 
thrills, honey. And can the ding- 
dong lighting. That dark-blue 
morgue scene was just too - queer. 

The problem with John 
Grisham novels is that at some 
point there’s always a big whole 
in the plot’s logic that makes 
willing suspension of disbelief 
increasingly impossible. Folks 
who have ^en incredibly care¬ 
ful, even paranoid, throughout 
the story suddenly let their

American Matchmaker 

Yiddishists Unite

T he Jewish Film 
Festival and the 
International Lesbian 
and Gay Film 
Festival have long 
been kissing cousins. Both 
began, but soon outgrew, the 
ever-adventurous Roxie 

Cinema. Both share the Castro 
Theater screen and repeat parts 
of themselves in the East Bay. 
Each has taken its dog and pony 
show to Russia and, in a not sur¬ 
prising bit of cross pollination. 
Frameline, this year, presented 
“Beyond the Pale: The Celluloid 
Closet of Yiddish Film,” a lec¬ 
ture by Eve Sicular that 
explored the history of Yiddish 
cinema. Now, a month later, the 
Jewish Film Festival will pre¬ 
sent as its opening night feature 
(July 21) one of the major 
Yiddish films Sicular discussed. 

That film, made in 1940, is 
called Americaner Shadchan, 
an anachronistic concept trans¬ 
lated in English subtitles as 
American Matchmaker. Its 
director, Edgar G. Ulmer, began 
his film career in Germany as an 
apprentice on The Golem, the 


1920 silent film about a Jewish 
monster. Subsequently, he 
worked in Hollywood, where he 
did set design for Phantom of 
the Opera. He began directing 
his own films in 1934. His deco 
The Black Cat (where Karloff 
meets Lugosi on a Bauhaus set) 
was cut by censors for its exces¬ 
sive gore and hints of homosex¬ 
uality. Though the film was a 
great hit, Ulmer never again 
helmed a major film project. 
Thereafter, he directed a slew of 
B movies and Yiddish films 
marketed to that ethnic niche. 

The black and white 
Americaner Shadchan tells the 
story of financially successful 
Nat Silver, played by Leo 
Fuchs, a gaunt but hauntingly 
handsome star of the 2nd 
Avenue Yiddish stage who was 
known as the Jewish Fred 
Astaire. Silver, however, is 
unlucky with the ladies. Eight 
times he’s been engaged, but 
something always came up (or 
didn’t). He’s just “too nice” to 
keep a girl, the film suggests. 

After his mother tells him 
about a mysterious bachelor. 
Uncle Shya, whom he takes after, 
he leaves his tuxedoed buddies in 
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I mrcuH

the garment trade, moves 
Uptown to the Bronx, changes 
his name to Nat Gold and opens 
business as a matchmaker. This 
way his “niceness” can help oth¬ 
ers. But guess what? A female 
client (Judith Abarbanel, a 
Sephardic-surnamed beauty) 
Fuchs matched with a gold dig¬ 
ger gets stood up on the altar and 
reveals that it’s actually Nat she 
truly loves. So his wedding can 
take place after all. 

Faygeies 

The film is not overtly gay, 
but its homosexual allusions are 
certainly present. After a stag 
party, Nat’s butler Maurice 
(played by Judel Rubinsky, who 
reverts from his affected British 
accent to working-class Yiddish 
as soon as Nat’s friends leave) 
covers a birdcage and says, 
“Even the faygele is a bachelor 
- all alone in his cage.” He con¬ 
tinues: “Tell me canary, are you 
a male or a female?” Everyone 
in a Yiddish audience knew the 
dual meanings of faygele. 

Americaner Shadchan is a 
drawing room comedy of man¬ 
ners with all the limitations of its 
era. It has misogyny (in a bache¬ 
lor song about ugly women), 
anti-immigrant humor (Nat’s hip 
sister asks after two departing 
Hassidic charity-collectors, 
“Have the cowboys with the big 
hats left?”), and even anti- 
Semitic stereotypes (“I’ll play 
on the cash register as if it was a 
piano,” he promises, echoing 


similar Nazi slurs of the day.) 

Made and shown while Hitler 
was beginning his invasions of 
Eastern Europe, the film pro¬ 
vides a good example of how 
entertainment can divert from 
reality. A Jewish world where 
everyone wore a tuxedo and had 
a manservant simply never 
existed. Except on celluloid. 
Students of film, and 
Yiddishists, or anyone curious 
about seeing a film in which the 
cast speaks in Yiddish, will not 
want to miss seeing this classic. 

Other films, themes 

For those who prefer movies 
that deal more openly with con¬ 
flated Jewish, gay and lesbian 
identities, the JFF offers other 
choices. You can even catch 
films you missed at other festi¬ 
vals. Several films deal with 
themes of coexistence - dare we 
suggest cohabitation? - between 
Jews and Arabs in North Africa. 
Man of Ashes is a gem from 
1986 relating a gorgeous young 
man’s traumatic childhood 
abuse. (Shown as a free 2 p.m. 
matinee July 28 at the Castro 
and August 4 at the U.C. 
Theatre in Berkeley.) Also 
exposing archaic attitudes 
toward sex, /, Bajou tells of a 
woman raped by her Tunisian 
Jewish husband. (Plays the 
Castro July 25, 9:30 p.m.; at the 
U.C. Theatre July 31 at 8 p.m.). 

Two award-winning films 
featuring Jewish lesbians are 
scheduled to play together. 


Cancer in Two Voices and 
Chicks in White Satin. The first 
concerns losing a lover to breast 
cancer while Chicks is a smart 
chronicle of a lesbian wedding. 
It overcomes any audience 
stereotypes about Jewish 
American Princesses. The Gypsy 
Princess, which plays on the 
same bill, pries open even more 
closet doors. (At the Castro, 
July 24 and the U.C. Theatre, 
July 31, both at 1:30 p.m.) 

Several very different looks 
at the importance of memory as 
death approaches are worth see¬ 
ing. Fast Trip, Long Drop is a 
delicious, panic-producing auto¬ 
biography by a young gay man 
infected with HIV. It plays with 
Complaints of a Dutiful 
Daughter, about caring for a 
mother with Alzheimer’s (3:45 
p.m. at the Castro, July 24; same 
time at the U.C. on July 31.) 
East Endings takes place during 
an 82-year-old’s birthday party 
where his gang of alter kachers, 
which translates as “old farts,” 
recalls the good old days of 
London’s East End. It plays with 
Oy Gay, about gay and lesbian 
life today in London, climaxing 
with an unusual rendition of 
“My Yiddishe Mama” (Castro, 
July 26 at 5:30 p.m.; also August 
1 at the U.C. Theatre as a free 2 
p.m. matinee). T

N unsense 2: the 
Sequel is a holy hor¬ 
ror of a show. Run, 
don’t walk in the 
opposite direction at 
the slightest mention of these 
singing, dancing, ventriloquist 
nuns at Theatre On the Square. 
Some would call Nunsense 2 
harmless, mindless fun, but the 
show is worse than that. It’s 
downright evil for one reason: it 
lacks respect for the audience. 
Like its predecessor, which is 
currently in its ninth year Off- 
Broadway, this Nunsense pan¬ 
ders to the lowest common 
denominator for the sake of a 
laugh. That in itself does not 
conjure the wrath of Satan, but 
manipulating an audience into 
cheap, easy laughs and then 
expecting to whip them into a 
frenzy of compassion and tears 
over the plight of these vaguely 
established stereotypes in habits 
is positively the work of 
Beelzebub. 

It’s a stretch 

Director and writer Dan 
Goggin must take the blame for 
this parochial fiasco. The first 
Nunsense at least had a 
premise: Sister Julia Child of 
God served up some tainted 
food, causing the deaths of the 
majority of the Convent of the

Little Sisters of Hoboken. The 
surviving nuns then staged a 
benefit show to help pay for the 
burial costs of their recently per¬ 
ished sisters. It’s a darkly funny 
framework for the tedious musi¬ 


cal numbers Goggin forces into 
the show. In devising a premise 
for the sequel, Goggin’s prayers 
apparently went unanswered. 
The five sisters from the last 
show are back to stage a thank- 
you concert. There’s also a lot of 
nonsense having to do with 
Sister Mary Amnesia, her true 
identity, the county health 
inspector and a band of rowdy 
Franciscans. The whole show is 
merely an excuse for 23 musical 
numbers that are lame at best, 
lugubrious at worst. 

Pity the poor nuns on stage. 
For what seems like six inter¬ 
minable hours (it’s really closer 
to two), the five cast members 
do their best to bring integrity to 
this abhorrent material. There 
can be no question these nuns 
are talented. Fine voices, light¬ 
hearted dancing and some deft 
comic timing are displayed 
throughout. The real oddity of 
the cast is Semina de Laurentis 
as Sister Mary Amnesia. Her 
ever-present vacant stares and 
vacuous smile betray a skilled 
ventriloquist and an energetic 
comedian. Unfortunately, de 
Laurentis is saddled with the 
evening’s most stomach-turning 
moment. Late in the second act 
when it looks like Amnesia must 
leave with the Franciscans, the 
lamentable little nun sings “No 
One Cared Like You.” Is that the 
sound of weeping in the audi¬ 
ence, or the quiet convulsing of 
the suddenly nauseous? 

Coward to 

the rescue, sort of 

Over at Fort Mason’s Young 
Performers’ Theatre, the sub¬ 
lime gentility of Noel Coward 
helps brighten the spirit after the 
malaise of Nunsense 2. Forging 
ahead in their effort to bring 
Coward to San Francisco audi¬ 
ences, the Noel Coward Players 
are presenting two one-act plays 
from Coward’s revue Tonight at 
8:30. 

The results are mixed. The 
company seldom rises above the 
level of amateurs, but Coward’s 
abundant charm permeates the 
proceedings and provides a 
diverting evening’s entertain¬ 
ment. Ways and Means, the first 
act, is the less polished, more 
tiresome of the two acts. Nine 
characters clutter the stage, but 
the focus is on Stella and Toby 


Cartwright, two social leeches 
who are being forced on their 
next victim. They have nowhere 
else to go and not a penny to their 
names. Life in the casinos of the 
Cote d’Azur among the glitterati 
has bled the Cartwrights dry. 
There’s not much action until the 
last ten minutes of the act, so it 
behooves the leads, Lisa Worthy 
and Eric Thigpen, to keep the 
pace and the jokes crisp. Neither 
Worthy nor Thigpen is up to the 
challenge. 

The second act. Hands 
Across the Sea. displays a qual¬ 
ity more worthy of Coward. 
Unlike the first act, the nine 
actors in Hands are all funny. 
Linda Ruth Cardozo as a society 
matron named Piggie has a sure 
grasp of Coward’s humor, which 
helps the rest of the ensemble 
rise to her level. The premise is 
simple: it’s the cocktail hour, 
and Piggie is joined by some 
friends to help entertain a cou¬ 
ple visiting from the far East.

woman,” says Wright. “My 
character is a woman, and she’s 
described as she’s entering as a 
madwoman. She sings about 
having lost her son to whom 
she’s given birth, so it’s clear 
from what she says that she’s a 
woman. But it’s not important 
that I shave my beard. In our 
production we won’t even use 
masks.” 

According to Humphrey 
Carpenter’s biography of the 
composer, Britten was worried 
about how the audience would 
react to Pears “in a drag part,” 
and was vastly relieved that as 
the monks began singing the 
opening Gregorian chant, the 
audience became spellbound 
and “scarcely breathed” until 
the end of the opera. 

Making her real 

“I think the biggest challenge 
for someone playing this role is 
to realize the character of the 
Madwoman is real in the minds 
of the people, that she repre¬ 
sents very real things to every¬ 
one, whether they are male or 
female,” explains Wright. “The 
challenge is to reach into that 
part of the self that is the most 
true to what is in everyone, so 
that the experience of the 
Madwoman is portrayed in a 
way that is real. She’s not just a 
strange, curious being - she is a 
part of us. 

“The Madwoman is mad 
because of the persistent pain 
she feels. She clings to a partic¬ 
ular event in her life [her son’s 
abduction] and holds it, carries 
it forward as being more impor¬ 
tant than the rest of her reality.” 

Wright points out that 
Britten’s writing for the small 
chamber orchestra which 
accompanies the work also 
gives the audience a clue to the 
Madwoman’s thoughts. “There 
are two instruments that accom¬ 
pany the Madwoman, the flute 
and the viola. The flute I see as 
a sometimes nagging voice that 
she wishes would go away. But 
she asks it questions; she thinks 
it might be able to tell her some¬ 
thing, so she listens to it. But the 
actions the flute is calling for 
are contrary to the actions the 
viola is calling for. The viola 
represents her child and the pain 
of her child being separated 
from her.” 


The composer called Curlew 
River a church opera, but Botto 
says Chanticleer wanted to get 
away from any hint of “religios¬ 
ity” and deal with the more uni¬ 
versal spiritual nature of the 
piece, which is why they decid¬ 
ed to stage the work at Theatre 
Artaud, even though the group 
often performs concerts in 
churches. 

“I felt putting it in a church 
somehow narrowed its scope, 
narrowed what people would 
bring to it,” says Botto. “We 
wanted to reach a wider audi¬ 
ence and to open up the notion 
of spirituality. That’s why it 
needed to be in an empty space 
like Theatre Artaud. The set will 
have elements that make it a 
sacred space. For instance there 
are four incense burners on the 
four comers of the space.” 

As part of Chanticleer’s 
rethinking of Curlew River, the 
group’s production will empha¬ 
size the Japanese elements in 
the work, bringing out the con¬ 
trast between East and West. To 
this end, it has been rehearsing 
for several weeks with director 
and composer Jeffrey Bihr, who 
has studied Japanese theatre and 
toured with renowned director 
Tadashi Suzuki. 

According to Wright, the rit¬ 
ualistic nature of the piece 
should make it more accessible 
for the audience. “Having the 
cast of the opera be monks 
makes it easier for the audience 
to accept that what they are see¬ 
ing is a ritual of some kind. I am 
playing a monk who has taken 
on the role of the Madwoman 
for the purpose of the ritual. 
That may make it easier for a 
Western audience to deal with 
the idea of the Noh play.” ▼

Contemporary ‘Curlew’

urlew River is an 
extremely timely 
piece in many 
ways,” says Louis 
Botto, artistic direc¬ 
tor and founder of Chanticleer, 
about the rarely performed work 
the group will perform at 
Theatre Artaud starting July 28. 

This one-act opera, written 
for an all-male cast by 
Benjamin Britten, is based on a 
medieval Japanese Noh play, 
Sumidagawa, and deals with a 
mother whose son has been 


abducted. The woman, who 
goes mad searching for her 
child, ultimately finds his grave 
and is redeemed by her son’s 
spirit. 

Though Curlew River pre¬ 
miered in 1964, Botto says that 
because it deals with so many 
problems that have arisen in our 
society during the last decade, 
the opera has taken on a special 
significance for contemporary 
audiences. “Because of all the 
missing children today, that part 
of the work really resonated for 
me. And then the mother’s mad¬ 
ness and grief are certainly 


prevalent in our society with the 
whole AIDS epidemic. Having 
lost a loved one is very easy to 
relate to. 

“But overall, it’s the spiritu¬ 
ality [in the work] that somehow 
cleanses the grief and makes the 
woman whole again,” Botto 
explains. “I think that’s certain¬ 
ly something a lot of people will 
respond to.” 

Enormously popular 

Even some of the music in 
Curlew River has become enor¬ 
mously popular with a huge, 
general audience in a way 
Britten could not have foreseen, 
a fact that delights Botto. “The 
piece is framed by Gregorian 
chant, and oddly enough, 
Gregorian chant is almost the 
latest musical buzzword, so it’s 
interesting how all the elements 
fit together for performing the 
opera right now. It almost seems 
like Britten wrote Curlew River 
for us.” 

In fact, Britten wrote the 
opera to be performed by a 
group of monks, who then tell 
the Japanese story in a very styl¬ 
ized, ritualistic way, combining 
elements of both Eastern and 
Western culture. In keeping 
with the Noh tradition, Britten 
composed the central role of the 
Madwoman for a man. At the 
premiere, the Madwoman was 
played by Britten’s lover, tenor 
Peter Pears. In Chanticleer’s 
performances the role will be 
performed alternately by tenors 
Douglas Wright and Kevin 
Baum. 

“I’m not trying to look like a 
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Francesca Gagnon as The Singer

and you’ll have some idea of the 
subtext lurking just beneath the 
glossy exterior of this extrava¬ 
ganza. The only thing missing is 
lap dancing. 

As the company slowly 
assumes the stage under the Big 
Top, Dominique Lemieux’s 
extraordinary costumes prepare 
you to expect the unexpected. 
Her splendid blending of color 
and fabric, combined with an 
extensive reliance on wigs and 
masks, help draw the audience 
into a fantasy world where any¬ 
thing is possible. The beautiful 


and bizarre circus characters 
unfolding onstage recall tradi¬ 
tions from both theater and film. 
Lemieux’s masked birds are 
right out of a production of 
Volpone and the entire ensem¬ 
ble would be equally at home in 
a Fellini film. Yet Cirque du 
Soleil remains a circus - albeit 
one for the 21st century. 

The first act of Alegria disap¬ 
points somewhat. Male and 
female acrobats, in gold lame 
unitards bounce, twist, and twirl 
across an intersecting track. 
These graceful gymnasts are fol¬ 
lowed by tightrope walkers, 
clowns, and Rick Zumwalt as the 
Strong Man. This character, 
evocative of the carnival tradi-

need for Courtney to stand in 
anyone’s shadow; Live Through 
This proves she’s a musical 
force all her own. 

Worth the wait 

The long-awaited new album 
from homocore dyke band Fifth 
Column, 36C, is finally out. The 
members of Fifth Column 
include zine mistress, artist, and 
filmmaker GB Jones, lead singer 
Caroline Azar, guitarist Beverly 
Breckenridge, and occasional 
bassist Donna Dresch. They’re a 
multitalented lot, known for 
their darkly shaded punk style, 
muddy guitar playing, sporadic 
recording schedule, and 
adamant rejection of most 
aspects of popular queer culture. 

Although the Toronto-based 
Fifth Column have numerous 
albums to their name, including 
To Sir With Hate and All Time 
Queen of the World, it’s been a 
while since these gals have 
spent serious time in the studio. 
Thank K Records for getting 
36C released. 

36C is classic Fifth Column, 
with feminist agitation inform¬ 
ing songs like “(Get The) Bug’’ 
and “Don’t.” The latter is a list 
of “forbidden” things women 
cannot safely do, like walk 
through underground parking 
garages at night. Other cuts that 
serve to highlight Azar’s moody 
vocals, not to mention the band, 
are “Spoiler,” and “von Brucker 
in Love,” a spoof on GB Jones’ 
girlfriend, the infamous zine 


queen Jena von Brucker. 

Rising star 

Last but not least, there’s Ani 
Difranco, a rapidly rising star 
on the lesbian musical circuit. 
At age 23 she already has six 
albums to her credit. Hailing 
from Buffalo, New York, this 
gal seems to spend all her time 
touring the country playing 
gigs. Touring, that is, when 
she’s not in the studio, recording 
yet another fabulous record. 

Seeing Ani Difranco in con¬ 
cert is a little like watching a 
tornado onstage. This young 
artist, so blessed with musical 
talents, also has a fetching per¬ 
sonality so winning onstage that 
it’s impossible not to fall in love 
with her. Her bald head, nose¬ 
ring, punk sensibility, open 
bisexuality, and obvious affinity 
with female audiences make her 
ascension to dyke icon of the 
’90’s seem perfectly natural. 
When she sings about wanting 
to “spend the whole night” with 
a female paramour, or, on “In 
Or Out,” challenges the 
assumptions that straight men 
and lesbians have about her sex¬ 
uality, there are always cheers 
aplenty. 

Ani’s most recent album. 
Out of Range, contains 12 
songs which range in topic and 
tone from “Letter to a John,” 
about the realities of sex-work, 
to “Falling Is Like This,” which 
rips apart the mystique of love. 
Unfortunately, there seems to 
be less overtly lesbian content 
on this album than on previous 
releases, but Out of Range 
does include “If He Tries 
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tion, provides the weakest 
moments in the show as audience 
members are invited onstage to 
arm-wrestle Zumwalt or partici¬ 
pate in a tug-of-war. While the 
show gains points for user- 
friendliness, it loses momentum. 
But in the second act, Alegria 
jumps back on the testosterone 
track with the stunning Mikhail 
Matorin and his cube. 

Naked from the waist up, the 
buffed Matorin performs an 
almost indescribable act, the 
balancing of a five-foot square 
metallic frame on the palm of 
his hand. He also tosses it 
around with his feet and legs 
while suspended mid-air. The 
acrobats and clowns return, fol¬ 
lowed by Mongolian contortion¬ 
ists (think human pretzels) and 
an exquisitely choreographed 
trapeze ensemble. Lev Andrei is 
the leader of a seven-man 
Russian team of flyers whose 
overwrought pectorals and 
skimpy outfits threaten to over¬ 
shadow their expertise. (It’s 
interesting that the program 
notes say Andrei likes to spend 
his spare time “listening to 
music by Queen and his favorite 
singer, Freddie Mercury.”) But 
once Andrei is aloft, he and his 
company fly like angels. 

Throughout the evening. 
Cirque du Soleil’s band per¬ 
forms an evocative and original 
musical score composed by 
Rene Dupere and capably sung 
by Francesca Gagnon. Much of 
the music is haunting and 
melancholy, but appropriately 
so - you cannot appreciate the 
“alegria” without also experi¬ 
encing less joyful moments. 

Quintessential circus 
experience 

The miracle of Cirque du 
Soleil lies, at least in part, in the 
company’s ability to recreate 
itself on a regular basis without 
descending into self-parody. 
This French Canadian import

began over a decade ago, much 
like Beach Blanket Babylon, 
with a group of Quebec street 
performers who called them¬ 
selves the “High Heels Club.” 
They subsequently took a decay¬ 
ing entertainment institution, the 
circus, and reinvented the con¬ 
cept in a startling, original way. 

Their success is evidenced by 
record-breaking attendance 
records, major corporate spon¬ 
sors, several companies simulta¬ 
neously touring the globe, and a 
resident Cirque, which appears 
year-round in Las Vegas. Yet their 
greatest accomplishment remains 


on view at every performance - 
not onstage, but in the audience. 
Adults are wide-eyed and open- 
mouthed as they once again expe¬ 
rience that sense of wonder and 
discovery that rarely extends 
beyond adolescence. This quin¬ 
tessential circus experience was 
on the endangered species list 
until it was nursed back to life by 
Cirque du Soleil. For this, we can 
all be grateful. ▼

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A Golden Games for Track and Field

I t was an unrivaled suc¬ 
cess story for San 
Francisco in the Gay 
Games IV track and field 
competition. The final 


results show the team won over 
100 medals, two thirds of them 
gold. 

While the San Francisco 
team has traditionally been 
strong in the sprints and relays, 
at the New York Gay Games 
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they also picked up medals in 
areas previously lacking, such 
as the hurdles and field events. 
With the leadership of John 
Cunningham in the “weight” 
events, the team collected the 
most medals ever in Gay Games 
competitions in the shot put, 
discus and javelin. 

San Francisco still lags 
behinds distance running pow¬ 
erhouses such as Seattle and 
New York in the 800 and 1500, 
this despite some stirring per¬ 
sonal best performances from its 
own crew. 

“Those cities with strong, 
competitive Frontrunner organi¬ 
zations did very well in the mid¬ 
dle distance events at the 
Games,” said Team SF Track 
co-chair Rick Thoman. “But 
we’re progressing in this area 
and had some superlative per¬ 
formances from Robert Berry, 
John Alaniz, Bob Dulaney, 
Joseph DeFalco, Felix Weinger, 
Bruce Nickerson and Bruce 
Peters. We’re aspiring to bring a 
bigger, better team of middle- 
distance runners to the 
Amsterdam Games in 1998.” 

Thoman said the rest of the 
team was motivated and 
inspired by the squad’s non¬ 
medal winners, including veter¬ 
an Mark Molina, who was taken 
out in his qualifying round of 
the 200 meters by a recurring 
hamstring pull. 

“When you see teammates 
trying so hard and missing the 
opportunity to be on the victory 
platform, it stirs you to try and 
win, not only for yourself but 
for those others as well,” stated 
Thoman. 

And win medals they did! 
The list of medal winners 
appears below. All have 
expressed a great deal of pride 
not only in their own accom¬ 
plishments, but in representing 
the City of San Francisco as best 
they could. 

“We owe a lot to our coaches. 


Frank Demby and Hully 
Fetico,” Thoman noted, “and to 
all the others who supported us 
in our efforts here and in New 
York.”

Thus athletes have taken great 
pains—and it can hurt—to send 
reassuring signals to those who 
would oppose their play: “Don’t 
worry, we’re not feminists. 
We’re not dykes, we’re not 
aggressive, we’re not muscular, 
we’re not a threat to you. We 
just want to play ball.’’ It has 
been a survival strategy. 

“It’s time to tell the truth. We 
are feminists. Some of us are 
dykes. Some of us are aggres¬ 
sive, some of us are muscular. 
All of us, collectively, are a 
threat—not to me exactly, but to 
male privilege and to masculini¬ 
ty as defined through manly 
sports.” 

Airing ideas 

Although a shoulder injury 
prevented her from swimming at 
Gay Games IV, Nelson was in 
New York promoting her book, 
which afforded me the opportu¬ 
nity to sit down and talk sports 
with her. 

“One of the hopes of the 
book is that it starts people talk¬ 
ing,” she told me. A measure of 
its success is that she already 
knows people who’ve argued 
about issues raised in the book. 
She takes those fights “as a good 
sign” because “it tells me that 
they are talking, and that women 
are beginning to think and talk 
to men about how they feel 
about these things.” 

Another goal Nelson has is to 
get women to pay attention to 
male turf. “I want women to 
read the sports pages, not to find 
out who won last night, but to 
find out who’s losing, to find out 
how men’s love of sports affects 


women, and men. I don’t think 
it’s doing men any good either.” 

Nelson outlined for me the 
ways American culture is “los¬ 
ing” when it comes to sports, 
particularly what she calls 
“manly sports,” football, basket¬ 
ball, baseball and hockey. 

She first cited “the equation 
of masculinity with violence, 
the equation of masculinity with 
dominance, and the persistent 
denigration of women in men’s 
sports,” as trends that must be 
challenged. 

Next, she spoke of the “the 
Beauty Myth, the idea that 
what’s most important is how 
we look. Women’s lack of com¬ 
fort with their own power, lack 
of familiarity with physical 
power. As I said in my first 
book, we [women] really have 
been physically retarded, so we 
don’t know what it’s like to be 
fully present in our bodies, to 
come from a centered place. You 
know, if you wear high heels, 
you literally can’t be centered, 
you’re off balance.” 

Nelson paused to tell the 
story of Babe Didrikson, who 
could drive a golf ball 250 
yards. “They asked her how she 
could hit the ball so far, and she 
said, T just loosen my girdle and 
let ‘er fly.’ We still, metaphori¬ 
cally, wear girdles. Many, many 
women do - even lesbians, even 
radical feminists. We are con¬ 
strained by ideas of femininity.” 

Nelson said that female lead¬ 
ership will be the key to change. 
“We have to get women at the 
top,” she said, in sports - as ath¬ 
letic directors, college presi¬ 
dents, and members of govern¬ 
ing bodies like the International 
Olympic Committee - and in 
the media “not only writers, but 
editors and producers too, who 


really have the power to control 
the media, to assign stories, to 
add a female perspective.” 

Nelson wants to see women 
everywhere. “Women have to 
coach football, as well as every¬ 
thing else,” she said. “I think little 
boys and girls need to see those 
women in positions of leadership 
in sports. And women need 
access to that kind of money. 
Those are very, very high paying 
jobs that no women have.” 

And coaches need to have 
strong voices. “Men and women 
coaches need to forbid boys to 
denigrate women on the sport¬ 
ing field,” said Nelson. ‘They 
need not allow any sexist or 
homophobic language. No ‘you 
throw like a girl,’ ‘you’re a cunt,’ 
‘you’re a pussy,’ ‘you’re a fag.’” 
Nelson believes a boy raised in a 
culture that equates femininity 
with weakness and portrays 
female sexuality as something 
disgusting “cannot have an egal¬ 
itarian, loving relationship with 
a woman unless he deliberately 
unlearns that.” 

Dissolving male privilege 

Nelson also challenges the 
idea of male bonding in sports, 
the notion that “men need to go 
be buddies, be masculine, be 
together, celebrate masculinity, 
feel their manhood. I don’t think 
it’s necessary, and I think it’s 
harmful. Research shows that 
when men get together - in 
schools, athletic teams, or fra¬ 
ternities - it brings out the worst 
in them. 

To make her point. Nelson 
equated male bonding with 
white bonding, saying, “Most 
of us in this society don’t con¬ 
done it for white people, the 
other dominant group.” She 
pointed out that few would 


applaud white people gathering 
privately to degrade people of 
color and celebrating white 
power. In fact, while that idea 
drummed up KKK images for 
me. Nelson pointed out that “a 
lot of wives, without thinking, 
watch their husbands go off and 
be raunchy and sexist with their 
buddies.” 

We talked about the images 
of male and female athletes as 
presented by the news media as 
well as through advertising. 
While plenty of images that 
objectify female athletes and 
deify male athletes exist. Nelson 
does see some images that 
humanize both. “There is a lot 
of power in the fact that Martina 
now has a Powerbook ad,” com¬ 
mented Nelson. “And it’s 


Martina and Art Monk - who, 
especially around Washington, 
is known as this wonderful role 
model and is very straight. And 
there’s the two of them just 
being regular people.” 

Nelson admitted that she’s 
earning herself a reputation as 
someone who is ready and will¬ 
ing to call it as she sees it. 
“Some men didn’t want to talk 
to me at all. Some rescinded, 
even after signing a release.” 
But she said no one quoted in 
the book will be surprised, as 
she made every effort to confirm 
quotes before committing indi¬ 
viduals to the record. “I do my 
best to be a responsible journal¬ 
ist,” said Nelson.

A1 Martino 

Aug. 16, 1951 - July 15, 1994 

A1 Martino, one of the most 
popular members of the vari¬ 
ous fraternal organizations in 
San Francisco, passed away 
from AIDS complications at a 
private nursing home in 
Brooklyn, NY, at 11 a.m. on 
Friday, July 15, just one month 
short of his 43rd birthday. He 
was cremated, and his ashes 
will be scattered at an as yet 
undetermined place in the San 
Francisco Bay Area at an 
upcoming memorial service. 

A1 is survived by his moth¬ 
er, Anne Zulferino; father, 
Louis Martino; sister, Diane 
Nagy; numerous aunts, uncles 
and cousins; and a host of 
friends in San Francisco. 

A1 attended Xaverian High 
School and Pace University, 
both in Brooklyn. A product of 
parochial schools, he served as 
an altar boy at St. Mary’s 
Mother of Jesus Church in 
Brooklyn. 

A1 lived most of his life in 
NY, but in the mid-1970s, his 
Visa job brought him to SF, 
where he soon became a mem¬ 
ber of the Constantines 
Motorcycle Club and was 
twice their man of the year. 
Though A1 lived mostly in the 
East Bay, he was extremely 
active in the SF motorcycle 
club community and even 
served as the president of his 
club in 1992. He was also a 
member of the Contra Costa 
County AIDS Task Force and 
the Jon Sims Marching Group. 

The handsome, smiling 
countenance of A1 Martino was 
uniquely refreshing; he was 
always calm, cool and collect¬ 
ed. He had a great sense of 
humor and was very popular in 
biking circles, a popularity that 
extended beyond the confines 
of the fraternal organizations. 

Al’s fondness for the open 
road and his motorcycle 
prompted his alliance with a 
club noted for its motorcycling 
prowess. A photograph of A1 at 
his bike’s christening at the 
SF-Eagle, which first appeared 
in the B.A.R., was later printed 
in other U.S. papers and in 
Sweden, Germany, and The 
Netherlands, and became a 
source of great pride for him as 
well as his club. 

His easygoing attitude was 
much admired in the South of 
Market community. He was a 
team player as well as a leader; 
he explored all aspects of the 
community he loved, worked 
behind the scenes, and was 
politically active. Never the 
subject of controversy, A1 
embraced all aspects of his 
community with a diligence 
and loyalty that impressed all 
he came in contact with. 

A memorial service to cele¬ 
brate the life of one of our 
community’s most respected 
members is being planned. ▼

A Chat With Robin Tichane 

Looking In, Not At

Art work produced in San 
Francisco by artists with AIDS 
covers an impressively wide 
emotional and intellectual terri¬ 
tory, bringing into its fold 
themes of hardship, community, 
autonomy and liberation. 
Whether or not it possesses a 
style all its own is for academics 
to debate, but one thing is cer¬ 
tain - most of this work is 
strong enough in content and 
form to constitute a movement 
all its own. 

The most intriguing element 
about Robin Tichane, one of 
San Francisco’s new generation 
of artists, is the sense of infini¬ 
tesimal possibility that one is 
left with after viewing his work. 
Tichane’s work offers new para¬ 
digms with which to consider a 
world of AIDS. As a participant 
in movements of the ’60s - 
Tichane was involved with SDS 
(Students for a Democratic 
Society) - and the Gay 
Liberation Movement of the 
’70s, elements of the battle for 
personal freedom are not unfa¬ 
miliar to him. What he learned 
from those experiences came 
into play as San Francisco 
began to feel like a city under 
sefge when AIDS began to rear 
its gruesome head in the early 
’80s. Consequently, liberation 
takes many forms in Tichane’s 
work. His exhibition, “AIDS 
Into Art: A Look In, Not At!” 
will be on display at three San 
Francisco locations over the 
next three months. 

The exhibit incorporates his 
suite of wood block prints enti¬ 
tled A/D5’Dar^ Terrain: Twelve 
Stations from a Yankee Pilgrim. 
The 12 prints, each a horizon of 
sorts, serve as allegories for 
internal and external panoramas 
of our lives. The suite takes the 
form of a personal history which 
functions as both inquiry and 


statement about America. 
Tichane, 46, sketches his own 
journey from Iowa to New York 
City to California until he 
explains: “Finally one discovers 
that the frontier is not the West, 
it is yourself, rather, a fresh look 
at living and the compelling 
appeal of the virgin land.” In 
Tichane’s world, physical ter¬ 
rains meld into psychological 
landscapes. 

In our interview, which was 
undertaken for a book I’m 
putting together on oral histories 
of people living with AIDS, we 
discussed a range of topics, 
from ideas about America, to 
representation of AIDS within 
art, to Tichane’s work itself. The 
following are excerpts: 


BAR: There were several 
striking things / read in your 
book, AIDS Dark Terrain: your 
comments on some of the pho¬ 
tography, which you call “a 
voyeuristic look at the unravel- 
of people's lives," and the 
title of the exhibition itself "Art 
into AIDS: A Look In Not At!" It 
seems like you are really refer¬ 
ring to something. 

Robin Tichane: I think one of 
the difficult things about AIDS 
is the look of the disease, which 
frightens and scares most peo¬ 
ple. You know, the lesions and 
the gaunt look and the pneumo¬ 
nia complications. I think, how¬ 
ever, that people have an inner 
life. When people become so 
sick, they look at themselves in 
the mirror and they experience a 
loss of self-esteem, simply 
because of the way they look. 
But their inner life is still them 
and that’s their core. I think peo¬ 
ple have to make a real effort to 
get beyond the look of AIDS 
and to think about the value of 
people inside. That hasn’t 


changed. People have to feel 
that they have worth and can 
still contribute even though to 
look at them can be horrific. 
That is what I want to try to get 
across, that you can have an 
inner life, that you have value. 
Right now, physically, I am pret¬ 
ty together, but there’s going to 
be a point where I don’t look so 
great, yet I still will have that 
inner core. So that’s what I 
mean when I say “AIDS Into 
Art: A Look In Not At. “ 

I was impressed that you 
talked about the formidable task 
of ‘creating a visual equivalent 
to the emotional response to 
HIV infection.’ How do you feel 
at this point having taken that 
on? 

Oh, I get goose bumps, see 
(shows me his arm). To me it’s 
very exciting. I feel very fortu¬ 
nate, I’ve had enough time in 
friends who have died and my 
buddy who died and my own 
diagnosis to kind of stand back 
and begin to develop a little per¬ 
spective. I’ve been lucky and 
that’s been an objective, to try to 
do it consciously, not just kind 
of muse about ‘oh, what is hap¬ 
pening to all of us,’ but to do 
something concrete and to make 
it material, to give it form the 
way poetry is a form, the way 
music is a form. 

A good number of the 12 
prints have black horizons. I see 
the perfect contrast of white and 
black, or white contrasting with 
colors and a lot of black. 

Most of us associate dark 
with heavy. The overarching 
theme of a lot of my woodblock 
prints is a landscape of AIDS. 
It’s not 100 percent pastelly, up- 
in-the-air impressionist, or 
baroque kinds of little clouds of 
cherubs - it’s grounded.

Darkness is very much a part of 
it and it’s real and, yes, very 
lyrical, but grounded and bal¬ 
anced by that other. I don’t think 
of them so much as contrasts of 
black and white but more bal¬ 
anced between dark and lyric. 
Recently, I was talking about 
death in an Oriental culture and 
in this particular culture they 
looked at death not as the oppo¬ 
site of life; they looked at death 
as the opposite of birth and birth 
is a kind of beginning and death 
as the opposite of that concep¬ 
tion, rather than life in the mid¬ 
dle vs. death. I thought that’s a 
closer more accurate picture of 
what is going on. 

The work seems to be about 
so many ambiguities. 


These are not necessarily 
physical landscapes, but, rather, 
inner landscapes of society. The 
picture of land in my prints 
becomes a metaphor for the 
darkness, the heaviness of an 
AIDS diagnosis. T

Rock on the Wild Side and Gay Music Guide 

Sing Along with Wayne and Will 


by Wayne Hoffman 

Rock on the Wild Side: 

Gay Male Images in Popular 
Music of the Rock Era 
by Wayne Studer; 

Leyland Publications; 
$15.95 

Gay Music Guide 
by Will Grega; 

Pop Front Press; $11.95 

In the introduction to Rock 
on the Wild Side: Gay Male 
Images in Popular Music of the 
Rock Era author Wayne Studer 
describes his book as “the prod¬ 
uct of one flawed, opinionated 


devotee, a gay man in love with 
rock.” For better or worse, 
Studer delivers exactly what he 
has promised. 

Studer’s main qualification 
for writing this book is not the 
occasional writing he does as a 
sideline to his career in comput¬ 
ers, nor his long-ago stint as 
music critic for his college 
paper. His expertise stems from 
a long and deep admiration for 
rock music. The passion he feels 
for music and related trivia is 
communicated on every page of 
this penetrating examination of 
four decades of rock music. 

Breaking down music by 
artist and single releases, Studer 


has gathered hundreds of 
entries, from Aerosmith to 
Frank Zappa. In addition to 
album titles, he provides a few 
basic statistics like chart posi¬ 
tions, release dates, and their 
current availability. He then 
analyzes lyrics for gay or 
ambiguous content, and specu¬ 
lates on artists’ intentions. The 
strongest feature of the book, 
however, is Studer’s presenta¬ 
tion of other fans’ and critics’ 
interpretations of music and 
lyrics. He finds significance 
where other listeners don’t even 
understand the words, and he 
explains how the music person¬ 
ally affected his life as a gay 


man. 

The limits Studer places on 
his musical repertoire weaken 
the book’s potential as a com¬ 
prehensive reference book, but 
they do allow Studer to stick to 
familiar music and keep his 
judgments first-hand and sub¬ 
jective. The major limitation is 
that the “popular” music he 
reviews tends to be white and 
rock-oriented. Women’s music 
is left out, with a sincere apolo¬ 
gy from the author explaining 
that he could not do the subject 
justice owing to his lack of 
expertise in that area. Finally, 
betraying his baby-boomer roots 
as a child of the 1970s, Studer 


seems to focus more on ambigu¬ 
ous classic rock than on more 
recent fare. Younger readers will 
be baffled as Studer devotes 
more space to the Beatles than 
Boy George, more entries to 
Steely Dan than the Smiths. 

But at the very least. Rock on 
the Wild Side is a great place to 
start if you’re interested in 
detailing trivia about musical 
pop culture. Popular music has a 
long history of dealing with sex¬ 
uality, and homosexuality 
comes up more than incidental¬ 
ly. Too often, these references 
are hidden, ignored, or down¬ 
played. Thankfully, Studer is

paying attention to the lyrics, taking them to heart, and doing his 
homework. Rock and roll never sounded so good. 


Will Grega’s Gay Music Guide 

When Will Grega writes about gay pop music, unlike Wayne 
Studer, he puts the emphasis on “gay”” rather than “pop.” In Grega’s 
Gay Music Guide the author showcases openly gay and lesbian 
music recorded on independent labels in recent years. And he does 
not have to analyze lyrics or find subtle connotations; all of the pro¬ 
filed artists are recording explicitly “gay music.” 

Aside from working as a music journalist, Grega has a range of 
involvement in the music industry that makes him a reliable authori¬ 
ty on the subject. He has worked as a composer, a musician, a song¬ 
writer, and a disc jockey. And he is married to Randy Jones, the 
Village People’s original cowboy. 

Using his expertise to describe and categorize the music, Grega 
organizes his entries by album and artist. He describes the music, and 
interviews many artists about their work. The greatest thing about the 
hundred artists he includes is the diversity of musical genres they 
span. Country, jazz, punk, and gospel are mixed in with women’s folk 
music and gay men’s choruses. Men’s and women’s music are both 
well-represented, in both commercial and more off-beat recordings. 
Well-known acts like Romanovsky and Phillips and Alix Dobkin are 
featured alongside lesser known performers like country singer Doug 
Stevens and alternative rock artist Laura Love. 

Grega also adds an essential feature to his guide that makes it 
invaluable for prospective fans. Each album listing includes an 
address where the record can be purchased by mail, and in the rear of 
the book, additional music resources are listed as contacts. Also, 
Grega has put together a cassette sampler of two dozen songs he dis¬ 
cusses in the book. A good mix of music from diverse groups, the 
tape is available free with the purchase of the book. 

Filled with artists’ personal insights into gay music, and the 
author’s own vivid - if sometimes overly effusive - commentary, 
Grega’s guide is a terrific resource. “I’m here to let gay and lesbian 
people know that they have the option to support artists who record 
music with a specifically gay perspective,” he says. With Grega’s 
help, readers can find out just how varied their options are. And 
thanks to the cassette sampler, listeners can become fans of groups 
that never make it on the Billboard charts.
